IRELAND. 
THE AGITATION. 

Lonvpon, Noy. 25.—A dispatch from Dublin 
to the Times says: While the Irish agitators 
tell the public they are engaged in a legal and 
constitutional agitation, and ostensibly advise 
people to keep within the law, the country 
abounds with evidence that adifferent inter- 
pretation has been put upon their language. 
‘Lhreatening notes and acts of violence are vrac- 
tical comments upvou their words. ‘These are 
evil omens for the winter, which is beginning to 
be felt.“ 

BUYING HIFLES. 

A correspondent of the Times calls attention 
to the brisk trade domg at the Irish fairs in ola 
Government rifics. One hundred and twentr- 
five riflee were sold in the District of Dungannon 
in ove week at about 7 shillings each. 

THE EXCITEMENT UNABATED. 

Dusiin, Nov. 25.—The excitement through 
the west of Ireland shows no sign of abatement. 
Large meetings are being held in ail populous 
places in Counties Mayo and Sligo. Parnell, in 
addressing a large meeting last night in Sligo, 
asked the people to persevere in the agitation, 
and to remember bis sdvice,—to keep a firm 
grip on the land. Great crowds assembled in 
the streets of Sligo to-daw 

PUBLIC WORKS. 

The Government Engineer bas survayed the 
districts bordering on the Shannon River, with 
a view to the commencement by the Govern- 
ment of a scheme for their drainage, which is to 
cost £20,000. The prospect of employment for 
laborers in these districts is regarded with great 
satisfaction. 4 

FEARS OF A RIOT. 

There is some fear of a riot in Sligo, aa the 
municipal elections are being held, and the 
Mayor is very unpopular. One hundred and 
tweuty soldiers are under arms in the barracks, 
and 100 additional police are in readiness. 

THE TRIAL. 

81100, Nov. 25.—The court to-day was again 
erowded with svectators. Killen and Davitt 
appeared perfectly cheerful and fearless. Mon- 
roe, Queen’s counsel, said if be could prove the 
utterance of Davitt’s alleged words that the 
manhood of Ireland should spring to its feet 
and say it would tolerate landlords and land; 
lordism no longer,“ the magistrates would be 
bound to commit him. 

Police evidence was called to prove their utter- 
ance. 

Davitt, who had been occupied all the morn- 
ing preparing a written defense, before com- 
meéeocing to deliver it protested against Mon- 
roe’s remark that he bad already experienced 
the clemency of the Crown, and declared that 
be was iunocent of the charge of which be was 
convicted in 1870, 

Daly, since his release from jail, complains of 
bis treatment while iv prison. 

Monroe, in the course of his remarks, said 
that Davitt is probably the most dangerous of 
Irish agitators, and especially pointed to his 
language comparing the Zulu assegai to the 
lrish pike. 

Davitt then began cross-examining witnesses. 

Davitt declared he bad been convicted of 
Fenianism in England on the evidence of a pro- 
fessional perjurer. His cross-examination of 
the police witnesses failed to weaken the evi- 
dence against him. He was committed for trial, 
bail being accepted. 

DAVIT?’S BAIL. 

Siico, Nov. 25.—Davitt’s bail has been fixed 
at an amount the same as Valy’s,—£500, with 
two sureties in £250 each.

SPAIN. 
COUNTESS MONTIJO’S OBSEQUIES. 
Bu Cute. 

Maprip, Nov. 25.—The obsequies of the 
Countess Motiſo, mother of the ex-Empress 
Eugenie, wern held bere yesterday, They were 
attended by all the distinguished people in 
Madrid. The Duke of Alva and the Duke 
Huascar received tne distinguished mourners in a 
conservatory attached to the Montijo Palace, in 
the P.aza de Los Angeles, where, iu a chapelle ar- 
dente, was a superb catataique. The body lar 
in a case of lead within a coffin lined with silver 
lace, and covered with a cloth and cushion of 
golden tissue. The catafalgue was bung 
with rien stuffs of yellow satin 
embroidered in colors, and adorned with rich 
work of silver. Two halberdiers of the Royal 
Chamber aud guard, watebed at its head, and 
two atits feet. A procession surrounded the 
coffin intoning a bymo, and holding the lights 
that are customary iu these ceremonies, 

A BOLEMN MASS OF THE ANGELS 
was being sung when the doors were opened to 
the mourners, many of whom were weeping, 
and all of whom were deeply moved. The 
opening ceremonies were conducted by the 
Conde de Tendiila, Grandee of Spain, 
to whom, according to the quaint Span- 
ish usage, the body was delivered. The 
Duke of Alva adyanced and said in a clear 
voice: ‘I deliver over te your Excellency, in 
compliance with the wisd of the family of the 
deceased, the body of her Excellency the 
(Countess of Montijo. Do you take charge of it?” 
The Conde de Tendilla relied: ** [ dotake charge 
of it.“ The usual prayers were chanted, and 
the coffin raised from its bed. I: was then car- 
ried throagh the midst of the mourners to the 
bead of the staircase, where it was received by the 
halberdiers, and by them placed in a beautiful 


estufa (hearse) of massive mahogany, richiy 


were strangely contrasted. The sumptuous 
carriage which the Countess bad used on State 
occasions followed slowly behind. Then came 
a company of King’s halberdiers. The chief 
mourners followed in two carriages. They 
were the Duke of Alva, the Count of 
Cosse Brissac, the Count of Guitant Com- 
mines, and two representatives of the 
family of Alva. Behind them was 
a magnificent defile of 600 eoulpages. By the 
law of the Spanish ritual, neither ladies nor the 
nearest relatives were allowed to jom the pro- 
cession. 
THE COURT WAS FULLY REPRESENTED. 

There were major-domos and life-guards, 
lords of the bedchamber and lords of the bouse- 
hold. The pageant slowly made its way through 
the streets, which were bushed into respectful 
silence. At length it reached the Campo Santo 
Jose, and drew up befone its gates. 

THE COFFIN WAS TAKEN FROM THE HEARSE 
and placed upon an estrade which had been 
prepared for its reception. A procession of 
chaplains and churchmen, headed by the Abbot 
in bis cope, the crucifix borne in front, advanced 
to weet the body. A now consignment of the 
body was made, and, at its close, the Ab- 
bot, Deacon, and Sub- Deacon threw holy water 
on the corpse and solemn music rose into the 
air, chanting ‘Sit nomen Dormupie benedietum.“ 
Then, with all its rich adornings, with its golden 
cushion, end its wreaths of flowers, the coffin 
Was : 

LOWERED INTO A PROVISIONAL VAULT. 

The Empress Eugenie, sluce her arrival, has 
lived in retirement at the Livia Palace, the s eat 
of the Alva family. Except her own relatives, 
she bas received nobody. Her sorrow is very 
deep.

Madrid is in mourning. No lady in the 
Capitel was so popular as the Countess 
Montijo. No house so hospitable, no 
heart so kind. Through ber ball-rooms 
Lad passed all the beauty and magniticence of 
Spain. Her social tact was unrivaled. She 
was perfectly unaffected, extremely witty, and 
if there was any difference between the 
Countess Montijo and other ladies of ber rank, 
it is that sbe was even more simpie 
in her manners, aud even more 
anxious to please than they. Her 
palaces, both in Madrid and Caramanchel, were 
the center of the very highest society, and her 
death nas robbed the roval nuptials of almost 
their brightest attraction. : 


GREAT BRITAIN, 
AN EDITOR PUNISHED.

ADVANCE DEMANDED. 

The colliers throughout Lancashire and 
Cheshire yesterday gave notice of a demand for 
an increase of 10 per cent of their wages. They 
also expressed a desire for the introduction of 
the pomp 2 scale of wages. The masters will 
reply to their demand next week. The North 
Staffordshire colliers demand a similar advance. 

LABOR INVESTIGATION. 

The iron-masters of Lavarkshire and Ayrshire 
yesterday decided to rescind the last advance of 
6 per cent in the wages of their employes. 

Copies of reports ot United States Consuls 
in Europe on the rate of wages paid to, and the 
cost of living of, the working classes in Europe 
have been distributed by the Foreign Office to 
the chief Chambers of Commerce in England. 
At the reguest of the Trades’ Union Congress, 
the British Foreign Parliamentary Committee, 
Lord Salisbury, Secretary, bas instructed Sir 
Edward Thornton, British Minister to Wasb- 
ington, to obtain a few more copies for the use 
ot the Trades’ Unions. Documents of this 
nature would be of great value to the trades 
which have to compete with foreign manufact- 
ures, and of especial value for the regulation 
of wagesin competitive trades. The Foreign 
Office would render greater service if, through 
its own Consuls, it would collect information 
for iteelf, instead of having to beg it from the 
American Government. 


FOREIGN GRAIN TRADE, 
WEEKLY REVIEW. 

Lonpox, Nov. 25.—The Mark Lane Express 
says: 
— before the frost set in, and it will pro- 
ceed still faster if the weather ameliorates. 
However, in some districts it is feared the 
future prospects are jeopardized by the badness 
of the seed-wheat, really good samples of 
which are exceedingly scarce. ‘The operations 
in Scotland are more backward, but if the 
weather remains propitious for another fortnight 
a fair area will be sown. The harvest is now 
completed in the later districts of Scotland. bu: 
the results are unsatisfactory. In England the 
home crop is arriving more freely at the country 
markets, but its condition continues unsatis- 
factory.

Wheat 
declined a sbiliing per quarter in many im- 
portant centres. In London the imports of 
foreign wheat were again 

UNUSUALLY HEAVY, 
the supplies from Monday to Friday having 
been 7, 250 quarters. A large proportion of the 
imports were from Russia, and these may yet 
be prolonged if the weather continues mild, as 
no definit news of the closing of the Baltic ports 
has been received. The future course of prices, 
however, depends on the action of America 
alone. ‘Lhe glgautic visible supply fetters trade. 
Oi course the large imports now arriving are 
considerably in excess of the present require- 
ments, but notwithstanding the suriace fluctaa- 
tions, the outiook for holders is decidedly hope- 
ful. The stoppage of Russian supplies may very 
probably turn the scale 

IN SELLERS’ FAVOR. 

Very little business was done during the past 
week. Wheat ex-ship was pressed for sale to 
avoid lauding expenses, ana declined about one 
shilling. ‘The arrivals at ports of call have been 
moderate. There was a fair demand for wheat 
off coast, and a good many cargoes were sold, 
both for the Coutiuent and the United Kingdom 
at the improving prices, the decline of the early 


part of the week being fully recovered. 


„ Maize was slightly lower, but tne demand 
somewhat improved. There was very Iittle 
business done in forward wheat, owing to the 
high prices asked in America. Resellers offered 


very e ngly, Oat there have been some sales 
of 2 on passage at 538 6d as 9d, and 
at 55s for December and January shipment.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 
DE FRANCHO ANXIOUS FOR GRANT TO ACCEPT.

Wasmuineton, D. C., Nov. 25.—M. De Franebo 
reached Washington last night for the gdurpose 
of consulting with Admiral Ammen and others 
concerning the contemplated Nicaragua Canal .

Upon being asked what bear ug this ac- 
tion would would have on Gen. Grant's political 
future, M. De Francho replied substantially as 
follows: It will take Gen. Grant permaneatiy 
out of politics.

of our Company witb the understanding that he 
will bold the office until the object of the Com- 
pany is attained. If. in the meantime, he is of- 
fered the nomination by any political party for 
the Presidency he will decline it, because other 
wise he would be acting in bad faith to those 
who have invested their money in the enterprise 
on the understanding that be would be its bead 
and influence. Being asked if Gen. Grant un- 
derstood this, M. De Francho said he dd, and 
that it was under these conditions that he would 
accept the office. Gen. Grant had written them

INTERNAL REVENUE. 
A REVIBW OF THR COMMISSIONER'S REPORT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tridune. 

Wasuinetos, D. C., Nov. 2%.—Gen. Raum, 
Commissioner of internal Revenve, in his re- 
port has the following comment on the subject 
of deficiency taxes upon spirits withdrawn for 
exportation. From this passage it will be seen 
that the Commissioner favors the Leakage bill 
in which the Chicago and other distillers have 
such a great interest, and which stands early ou 
the calendar of the House of Representatives, 
with a favorabte report from the Committee on 
Ways and Means: “Under the existing law 
spirits intended for exportation are gauged be- 


| fore their withdrawal from the bonded ware- 


house, and are again gauged at the 
port of export, when thev are about to be iaden 


per gallon upon any deficiency that may be 
found between the first and second gauges. 
These taxes are greatly complained of by the 
distiliers and others engaged in the export trade. 
This law was undoubtedly designed for and has 
had the effect of preventing frauds in connec- 
tion with the exportation of @4istilled spirits. 
It is, however, well known that 
IT 18 NEXT TO IMPOSSIBLE 
to 80 prepare wooden packages as to prevent a 
certain amount of evaporation over a long line, 
especially in bot weather, and I fully recognize 
the hardships of requiring the distiller to pay 
tax upon spirits which bave been lost by evap- 
oration in the course of transportation. The 
intent of the Interual-Revenue laws is to levy a 
tax of 90 cents a gallon upon spirits which are 
manufactured tor and actually go into con- 
sumption inthis cout try, and the tax in ques- 
tion is evidently not intended for reve- 
nue, but as a restrictive measure to 
prevent fraud. These taxes have, in 
many instances, amounted to a reasonable 
profit on the sale of the spirits, and bave, 
therefore, been felt asa great burden by the 
distillers. Where the spirits are withdrawn in 
good faith for exportation, and due diligence is 
exercised in their transportation, and losses oc- 
cur by evaporation or accident in transportation, 
without fraud or negligence on the part of dis- 
tiller, owner, or transportation compauy, or 
their agents, in my judgment no tax should be 
levied for any sach loss. Such a tex necessarily 
discourages the exportation of American dis- 
tilled spirits, and would seem to be 
CONTRARY TO SOUND PUBLIC POLICY, 
and I have the honor to recommend that exist- 


taxes shall not be assessed for deficiencies oc- 
curring usder the circumstances named. I 
would also recommend that provision of law be 
made for the exportation of alcohol in metallic 
caus of ten gallons and upwards.”’ ‘ 

Gen. Raum in his last report estimated that 
if the Democrats should reduce the tax on to- 
‘bacco, the loss to the revenue would be $11,000,- 
000 annually. In making this estimate, of 
course, the improved business  condi- 
tion was not an element considered, 
but, notwithstanding tas improvement, 
the figures already indicate a certain 
loss to the revenue from the reduction of this 
tax of more than $7,000,000 for the fiscal year. 
Gen. Raum's administration of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau has been eminently successful, 
assbown in the vast extent of the revenue 
service, and the fact that in the collection of 
more than $113,000,000 fina year not a single 
dollar was lost. In the list of disbursements of 
the [nternal Revenue Bureau for the discovery 
and punishment of frauds, J. D. Harvey, Col- 
lector of the First Hlinois District, is credited 
with having disbursed $8.70. In no other West- 
ern State was any money expended for that 
purpose. The total money disbursed. for that 
purpose, which is nearly $68,000, was expended 
in the Southern States.

THE DETECTIVE BUREAU. 


Sixty-vhree hundred and sixty-three persons 
bave been arrested for illicit distilling, and 
twenty-seven officers and employes killed aud 
forty-eight wounded while engaged in enforcing 
the Internal- Revenue laws. In this connection 
the Commissioner says: It is clear to my mind 
that in some portions of the country, for a con- 
s.derable time to come, reliance cannot be placed 
upon the State courts for punishing citizens who 
commit murder or assaults to murder 
upon our officers while engaged in 
the performance of their duties. It 
seems to me of the utmost importance 
that the United States should under its own 
laws and through its own courte undertake the 
trial and punishment of persons who pn. rent 
of assault to murder the officers while engaged 
in or on account of the performance of their 
special duties, and I have the honor to repeat 
the recommendations made in my last report 
of the passage of such a law by Coneress.” 

The increase ju the numbers of legal distii- 
leries, be says. will materially augment the 
expense for Storekeebers and Gaugers, and will 
make it necessary that a deficiency approoria- 
tion de made for the present fiscal vear of 
$200,000. It is recommended that where spirits 
are withdrawn im good faith for exportation and 
due diligence is exercised in their trausvorta- 
tion, and losses occur by evaporation or acci- 
dent, that no tax shall be levied for anv such 
loss, and thata provision of the law be made 
for the exportation of alcoholin metallic cans 
of ten gallons and upwards. 

A comparison of the receipts from the several 
sources of revenue for the frst four moutus of 
the current fiscal year, as compared with the 
corresponding period in 1878, shows an increase 
of $1,278,552. 

The quantity of spirits (71,892,621 gallons) 
produced and deposited in the distillery ware- 
houses during the fiscal year was greater than 
the quautity produced a 

DURING ANY OTHER YRAR. 


The closest approximation to this product was 
that of wwe year ended June 30, 1870, which was 
71. r. 000 gallons. The production of the fiscal 
year 1870 was obviously excessive, as it fell to 
54. 776.546 callons in 1871, and it might be ap- 
prehended that the product of the vear would 
tall below that of 1879, but when it is consid- 
ered that 14,837,581 gallons of spirits were ex- 
ported during the year 1579, and that the tor- 
eign demand is unabated, it serms probable 
that the. large product of the early 
portion of this year will be continued during 
the year. 

Regarding the production and movement of 
distilied svirits during the first four months of 
the present fisval year, the report says: it 
shows that the foreigg demand of last year is 
steadily maintained, while the production is 
2,734,148 gallons greater than the corresponding 
period last year, and the withdrawal 2,955,950 
gallous greater than for the same period last 
year. If the business of these four months is 
maintained during the balance of the fiscal year, 
which is scarcely to be eredited, the production 
will be over 82,000,000 galiuns, and the amount 
of tax received will be over $45,750,000. 

There were during the vear 5,445 distilleries 
registered, and 5,347 operated. During the 
special tax for the vear ended April 30, 1879, 
there were 49,464,421 proof gallons of spirits 
rectified. The quantity of spirite (19,213,470 
gallons) actually remaiatng in warehouses Juve 
80, 1879, is the quantity as shown by the original 
gauge of each package. ‘The quantity of spirits 
witbdrawno from the distillery warchouses for 
export during the year, was 14,837,731 gallons.

As tbe principal increased demand for Amer- 
ican spirits bas been in those foreign ports in 
which they are best known, and as they have, 
during the years 1878 and 1879, become known 
in all parts of the world, it is anticipated that 
the exportations of such spirits during the enr- 
rent fiscal year will be sti!l greater than those 
— during the fiscal year ending dune 30, 
Nr 


Almost the entire increase (9,354,989 gallons) 
in the quantity of spirits exported in 1879 con- 
sisted of those varieties which had been subjected 
to the several processes of distilling, redistilling, 
purifving, and refining before bewne deposited 
in the distillery warehouse. The Increased pro- 
duction of spirits is distributed among all the 
different varieties known to the trade except 
bigbwines, which decreased 1.979, 3389 gallons. 
‘The taxes paid on spirits withdrawn from ware- 
bouse during the year 1879 aggregate $46,778,- 
342. The receipts from fermented liquors for 
the year 1879 are shown to have increased $792,- 
268 over those of 1878. The Commissioner 
recommends an amendment to Sec. 3,244 Re- 
vised Statutes which will provide for an allowance 
of drawback on worms of stills when exported. 

TOBACCO, 

During the four months of the present fiscal 
year the decrease in receipts from tobacco aud 
suuff as compared with the corresponding 
period last year was $2,336,599. These ticures 
indicate a reduction for the year in rece‘pts 
from this souree of over $7, 600. The in- 
creasing pfosperity ot the country, which has 

ven 80 favorable au impulse to all business, 

as largely benefited the tobacco trade, and 
the receipts bave in consequence not suffered 
so heavily as was anticipated. Experience has 
shown that no material advantage has resulted 
to consumers in the reduction of the price by 
reason of the reduction of the tax. During the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1879, there were im- 
ported and withdrawn for consumption 40,668. 
518 cigars, a decrease during the year 1879 of 
1,334,482. . 

The total amount of domestic leaf tobacco 
accounted for during the fiscai year of 1879 is 
522,513,474 pounds, as follows: Manufactured 
in the United States, 200.283.914 pounds; ex- 
ported, 322,279,540 pounds; imported leaf man- 
ufactured in the United States. 2,221,962 pounds. 
The amount of manufactured snuff and tobacco 
removed from bond during the fiscal year 1879 
for exportation was 16,126,197 pounds, being an 
increase over the previous year of 453,207 
pounds; and the number of cigars and cigarets 
removed for export was ,050. 

The total amount of collections from tobaceo 
in all its forms, including internal-revenue tax 
on imported tobacco, snuff, and cigars, and spe- 
cial taxes paid by manufacturers of and dealers 
in leaf and manufactured tobacco for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1870, was $40,135,002. As 
compared with the total receipts from the same 
source for the Pus fiscal year, this shows 
an increase of $43,247. Considering the dis- 
turbed condition of trade for a considerable 
portion of the year, consequent upon the dio- 
cussion of the tax question by aud 
the reduced rate of tax on manufactured to- 
bacco and suuff provided by the act of March.1, 
1879, which went into operation May 1 follow- 
ing, this result is highly satisfactory. 

Statements showimg the increase and decrease 
of revenue from each lar source of to- 
bacco-tax for the last year, as compered 
with the same source for the preceding year, are 
given, showing that the loss in revenue irom 
manufactured tobacco and snuff resulting from 
the causes above stated was made up by the 
increased collections from cigars, which is tound 
to be nearly 7 per cent.

During the fiscal year, and from June 30 to 
Nov. 1, 1879, 1,319 illicit stille were seized, 2,924 
persons arrested, dnd in the performance of 
these duties five officeraand guides were killed 
and twenty-three wounded. During this period 
fifty-six officers and employes were proceeded 
againstin State cotirts. The total number of 
such prosecutions in the past three years has 
been 165.

collecting internal revenue. 
BANK. TAX. 

The total amount realized from the tax on 
capital and deposits of banks and bankers dur- 
ing the fiscal year ended Juve 30, was $3,490,- 
918, and for the fiscal year of 1879 $3,184,979, 4 
decrease of $305,984. Astatement of the cap- 
ital aud deposits of sayings banks and bankers 
other than National banks sbows an agere- 
gate of $195,200,513 invested in Government 
bonds, against $158,882,800 reported last year. 

The total value of property seized during the 
year for violations of the Internal-Revenue 
laws was $524,146; total number of suits pend- 
ing July 1, 1879, for violation of the Internal- 
Reuepue laws, 11,924. During the year 4,500 
suits have been settled, decided, or dismissed, 
and the amount recovered by the Government 
on judgments and from compromises accepted 
bas been $802,548. The total value of internal- 
revenue stamps issued during the year was 
$120,655, 585. 

The table of assessments made during the 
year 1879 shows a total of $4.285,758, a decrease 
since 1878 of $570,550. The expenses for the 
next fiscal year are estimated at $4,328,000, 
being au increase of $122,000 over the past year. 

For the salaries of officers, clerks, and em- 
pioyes of the Bureau proper, eaeeregating 198 
persons, au appropriation of $253,330 is recom- 
mended, the same as last year, the Commission- 
er adding that it will be wholly impracticable to 
reduce the force in any particular without ma- 
terial injury to the public service. 

A full statement is given of the estimated ex- 
penses of each district, making up a grand 
aggregate. Iu addition to the Bureau prover, 
there are connected with the various districts 
throughout the United States, 126 Collectors, 
860 Deputy Collectors, 179 clerks, messengers, 
und janitors, 698 gaugera, 1,303 storekeepers, 
and fifty tobacco inspectors. 

Accom pan ying the reports are tabulated state- 
ments showing the number of grain distilleries 
of different capacities, the quantities of grain 
aud other materials used in the production of 
distilled spirits, and the quantity in each distil- 
lery. the returns of 4istilled spirits under 
euch act of legisiation from July, 1862, to June 
80, 1879, and other details of similar character. 


THE NEXT SESSION. 
PROBABLE DEMOCRATIC PLANS. 
Special Dispatch +> Tue Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 25.—Gen. Garfield 
was asked to-night whether hethinks the Dem- 
ocrats will try to enact any tariff legislation at 
the coming session of Congress. He replied 
that there was a strong pressure in that direc- 
tion in the last session, and the Committee on 
Wars and Means, of which de is a member, 
was importuned to bring forward a bill All 
the Southern members of that Committee 
Mesers. Tucker, of Virginia; Gibson, of Louis! 
ana; Mills, of Texas; Carlisle, of Kentucky; 
and Felton, of Georgia—are free-traders except 
so far as a tariff is needed to protect cer- 
tain articles of Southern production, such 
as sugar, rice, etc. Gen. Garfield appears to 
think that conflicting iaterests and views among 
the Democrats themselves will prevent agree- 
ment upon any tariff bill next winter. In re- 
gard to the policy which the Democrats iu Con- 
gress will pursue at the coming sessiou, Gen. 
Garfield seid that so far as he had been able to 
ascertain the Democrats are at a joss to know 
what they had better do. He thinks that the 
wiser ones among them will try to keep the 
party from any discussion of 

THE QUESTIONS OF THE EXTRA SBSSION. 
He tuinks it will be very difficult to dothis. One 
of the firet measures to be brought before Con- 
gress will be a bill to appropriate money to pay 
United States Marshals, for which the Demo- 
crate refused to make an appropriation last 
spring. When this bill ie brought in, any Dem- 
ocratic member who possesses the same orinci- 
pie, courage, and consistency which governed 
that perty six months ago, may insist on at- 
taching the proviso relating to the Election lays 
which the President thrice vetoed. This will 
compe] the Democrats to place themselves on 
record, and probably reopen the old discussion. 
Gen. Garfield thinka the Republicans in 
the House will have a pretty easy time of it at 
the next’session. He remarked to-night: ** We 
can say to them, Gentlemen, we are here 
primarily as spectators and critics; this is your 
funeral, and we are here merely to see the 
show. Unless it becomes necessary for us to 
participate, we shall not have much to ay. 

THRE CENSUS. 

+» SUPERINTENDENT WALKER’S SUGGESTIONS. 

Wasnrneton, D. C., Nov. 26.—Gen. Francis 
Walker, Superintendent of the Census,in the 
annual report says that the Census law enacted 
at the last regular sersion of Congress is found 
to be thoroughly satisfactory in its practical 
working, and he recommends only two minor 
changes, viz.: that the franking privilege be 
extended to communications addressed to the 
Census Office, and tbat inquirv relating to 
holders of the public debt be omitted from the 
population schedule as useless and aggravating. 


The Superintendent, in concluding his report, 
raises the question whether, as heretofore, a 
copy of the réturns should be made. The least 
cost of sach copy would be $130,000. The only 
use of a copy would be in case of the accidental 
destruction of the original schedules, and the 
expenditure, if made, would be simply a form 
of insurance. Whether so large an expenditure 
would be justified by its object the Superin- 
tendent submiis to the decision of the Depart-

CUBAN SLAVERY. 


Bill Presented to the Cortes by the Colo. 
nial Secretary of Spain, on the Sth of 
November, for the Abolition of Cuban 
Slavery. 

ARTICLE 1. On and after the day of the pro- 
mulgation of this law in the official gazette of 
the Island of Cuba the institution of siavery 
shall cease. 

Anr. 2. Every individual of either sex that, 
without infringing upon the provisions of the 
act of June 4, 1870, may be in the condition of 
slavery on the promulgation of this law, shall 
remain under the protection of thetr owvers et 
the time, who will thenceforth become their 
overseers. Said contract shall last for the term 
of eight years, and may be transferable daring 
its force by all means of legal conveyance, it be- 
ing besides resignable upon any just cause on 
the part of the overseers. | 

Art. 3. By virtue of the above contract the 
overseer will exercise the richt to the labor of 
the lreedmen who remain under his tutelage, 
and will exercise over them, as such, all the 
rights conferred under the law. 

Art. 4. The overseer will be bound to per- 
form all the subjoined obligations toward the 
freedmen under his tutelage: First, 
to support them; second, to clothe 
them ; third, to take proper care 
of them in sickness; fourth, to 
compensate them monthly for their labor as per 
terms berein below provided; fifth, to provide 
for the minors’ primary education and all other 
teachings to enable them to leara and practice 
any trade; sixth, to provide for all the neces- 
sary wants of the children of the freedmen, 
either born previous to or after the date of the 
contract, so long as it lasts, with authority to 
avail himself of their services wichout compen- 
sation. 

Art. 5. The contract on the part of those un- 
der its provisions shall not be transferable witb- 
out including the children under 12 years of 
age, and in po instance whatever shall a family 
be separated. 

Arr. 6. The monthly comoensetion referred 
to in Art. 4shali be from $1 to $2 forthe 
services Of those under 18 years of age. These 
wages shall be paid to the réputed parents, 
and i default thereof to the trustces ap- 
pointed to hold the freedmens’ fund. The legal 
rate uf compensation for those over 18 years of 
age shall be $2 per month during the first year, 

2.50 during the second, and $3in the third, 
and all the remaining ones up to its termination. 
The minimum of compensation payable by con- 
tractors to ireedmen under 18 years of age, em- 
ployed in domestic service, shall be $3 per 
mouth, but a higher rate may be mutually 
agreed upon in special cases. 

Art. 7. The contract shall cease: First, by 
limitacion through a drawing of lots, to declare 
free a certain number so regulated that it may 
definitly terminate within eight years after the 
promulgation of this law; second, by mutual 
agreement between the contractor and treed- 
man, without interference from any third party 
except that of the reputed parents in the case 
of children, and iu lieu thereof, the Board of 
Trustees appointed to look after minors 
under 20 years of age, such age te be fixed 
upon as per provisions in article 15; third, dy 
resignation of the contractor upon any justitied 
cause; fourtb, by all causes for mapumission 
provided in the penal code, or by any other 
abuse committed by the contractor upon verifi- 
cation thereof or dereliction from the duties 
devoiving upon him, as provided in article 4. 
Ail freedmen ceasing in their contracts shall 
enter upon the exercise of their civil rights on 
the conditions and within the prescriptions pro- 
vided dy the law of common rights, but wii! 
remain uuder the State’s protection for the 
term of four years, as provided by article 9. 

ArT. 8. The extinction of the contract by 
means of the drawing of lots, provided in para- 
grabh 1 of the foregoing article, shall apply 
only to those freedmen referred to in Art. 2 of 
the law, and shall begin by the fourth part of 
the total pumber at the expiration of the fiftn 
year of the contract, and follow in succession at 
the end of each succeeding year to the eighth 
Fear, when it shall cease altogether. This draw- 
ing Of lots by fourths sball apply to the whole 
territory of the island, and take piace on the 3ist 
day of December of the respective year. Ihe freed- 
men holdieg we lowest numbers shail cease in 
the performance of their contracts, remaining, 
bowever, subject to the protection of the State 
for we term provided in Arts.

& Scheider. This Committee is to report 

to the Brewers’ Association at a meeting to be 

held next Saturday. It is understood that the 

Committee has agreed very nearly on the ad- 

praisements of the different breweries, and, if the 

appraisements made by the owners differ from 
the Committee’s estimates, @ formal appraise- 
went will be necessary. The difficulties of 
such an spp ent will te many. Verv 
few of the breweries will _ yield 
in the matter of good wil. Some 
have made more money than others, 
and the more fortunate among them will natur- 
ally claim an advantage in the matter of pofits, 
that advantage going as apart of the appraise- 
ment of the value of the property. It seeme 
very doubtful whether, in the face of such dif- 
ferences of opinion as these, any general con- 
solidation can be effected, and it is, therefore, 
of interest to know that a movement has been 
set on foot tor furming a cousolidation of a few 
of the larger breweries.

New York, Nov. 25.—One of the largest fir. 
for some time pact in this city fook place thi, 
morning. Shortly before 7 Sre was discapapes 
in the stables of the Eighth Avenue Morse Cie 
Raitroa d, und, notwithstanding that within Dre 
minutes after the discovery fully forty streams 
of water were turned upun the biaging build 
it was only when there was nothing further for 
the flames to feed upon that the firémen o%. 
tained the mastery. The stables were in the 
four-story brick building fronting 200 fees», 
Eighth avenue and 400 teet on Forty-ninth aud 
Fiftieth streets. In the rear, on the Niuta ape. 
nue side, is a wilderness of carpenter and wagun 
shops, and imouotaias of old barrels, man; 
thousands, stacked to the Bight of thirty orforty 
feet. These were saved by the efforts of the 
firemen, who, from the beginning, specialiy 
directed their efforts to this point ty 
prereut 2 général conflagration among the 
tenement-houses ou Ninth avenue. Al. 
most ‘before the movement to save tie 
stock in the stables could be made, the flames 
burst aunultaneousty from the windows on the 
Fiftieth and Ferty-ninth street sides. It be- 
came clear that the Building was doomed to de 
struction. The cars stored on the ground floor 
were ren out and saved. ‘The horses stallediun 
the upper floots were untied, and run dowa the 
inclined plane to the ground. There were near. 
ly 800, aud the work of getting them out was 
one of great difliculty and danger. Blinded dy 
smoke, and frigbtened by the flames, they kickes 
and réared, gud over 100 had to de abandoned 
to destruction. Their piteous whinnying could 
be heard above the roar of the flames. The 
three upper floors were one Vast sheet of fire, 
Two brick buildings. ove a liquor store and the 
other à restaurant, cut into the stable building 
on the corner, were ecaved. At this point in the 
stables an immense, quantity of hay in bales 
was. stored. When these caught fit, 
the sudden bursting of the bars thas 
bound the bales caused an  explosios 
that shattered the side of the building ang 
threw a brick wall into the street. It fell with 
erushing foree upon a iadder, on which wert 
Chief Campbell; foreman; Jolin Weish, of En 
gine 8, and Firemeu Heury C. Mount aud Johy 
Regan, of the same company. Each and an 
were buried under the smoking mass, aud a 
shout of horror went up from the spectators 
Their comrades instantiy fell to the work 
rescue, and soon al! were recovered—bru: 
bleeding, and insensible. Mount had his sku} 
aud leg fractured, and was also injured inter 
pally. He died an hour afterwards in the 
hospital. Regan had his leg broken, and was 
badly cut. Chief Campbell and Foreman Welsh 
were painfully Dut not seriousiy hurt, and re- 
mained ou duty. 

Hardiy bad the firemen and spectators re 
covered from the excitement caused by the fall 
of the wail when it was rumored that a flremaa 
bad fallen into the burning building, out the 
muster of companies later showed that all the 
men were present except those taken to the 
hospital. Soon after the walls on Fiftiethstrees 
fell with a crash. 

The flames leaped across the street, threaten- 
ing the bouses there. The occupants fled, anda 
thief attempting to enter one was speediiy 
nabbed. and bustled off to police station. 
The firemen gave their attention entirely now te 
the surrounding property, the stables being a 
mass of rains. By 10 o'clock all danger of the 
spread of the fire was over, and a number of 
the engines were sent to their quarters. The 
others remain, pouring water on the dym 
flames. The loss is estimated at about $250,000; 
insurance, $270,000. 

Last evening = committee of nine workmen 
visited Mr. George Law, President and practreal 
owner of the Company, and asked for an w- 


crease of Wages, urging the increased cost of 
living, and the apparent prosperous condition 


ot the road. ‘They did not meet with a favor — 


able reception, and went off in bad bumor.

‘The men themselves deny entirely that there 
is any reason for such a suspicion, and attribute 
the fire to spontancous combustion, arising from 
the overheating of bay, whieh, they sar, was 
tightly packed and not sufficiently ventilated. 
Mr. George Law. Jr., while not attemp ing to 
account for its origin, savs that he has wo reason. 
to suppose that it was caused by the men in- 
tentionally. George Wilson, the Supermtend- 
ent, refused to say auyching whatever upon the 
subject. 

There was in the buliding, in addition to the 
cars and horses, about 2.000 sets of harness, 8a 
enormous quantity of robes, blankets, white, 
and other similar material. About 2,000 
els of oste, which were dry. burned fapidly, 
having been laid io at fall prices.

Attitude Is Told of 
comings. 


THE WESTERN INDIANA AND THE 
WOMEN. 

A lively scrmmmazge occurred at a few minutes 
past 7 o’clock yesterday morning near the cor- 
per of Thirty-tirst street and Stewart avenue, 
its’ participants being on the one side a gang of 
railroad laborers engaged in the work of laying 
the tracks of the Chicago & Western Indiana 
Railroad Company along its recently-secured 
right of way into the city, and on the other an in- 
foriated balf-hundred of the women of the local- 


ity. who had made up their minds that, if there 
was any virtue left in such favorit domestic 
implements as batchets, broomsticks, table- 
legs, stove-pans, door-weigbts, pitchforks, and 
the like, the track sbould not de laid. 
Before entering upon the description 
of the battlescene an idea might 
petter be given of the locality where it 
occurred, and of the circumstances which led to 
the collision. It is already well known that the 
Western Indiana Railroad has secured a right of 
way along Stewart avenue just west of the 
tracks of the Pittsburg & Fort Wayne fk ; 
The laying of the new track was accomplished 
without disturbance or opposition until it 
reached Thirty-second street, where its exten- 
sion to Toirty-first street would involve the 
wiping out of the sidewalk in front of thirteen 
peat cottages which occupy the west side of 
thatavenue between the twostreets named. 
These co.tages are all occupied by Bobemians, 
who have purchased and, in most instances, paid 
for them, and who naturally proposed to fight 
against the threatened invasion which was to 
-suostitute à railroad-track tor the sidewalk in 
front of their dwellings. Now, just north of 
street a fine open 

six blocks in length 

direction which the new 

railroad track was to follow, hence the delay 
threatened by the opposition of the Bohemians 
occupying the intervening block was of a very 
trying and vexatious nature to the railroad 
people. The result of their deliberations upon 
the subject was a determination to go around 
the obstacle, and, in order to do this, they began 
proceedings last Saturday in the County Court 
for the condemnation of the property of Josepb 


Suchy. Martin Waneuro, and John Lobenhoeter, 


all of whom had cottages and lots which, facing 


“westward upon the centre of the block west of 


Stewart avenue, had their rear upon thle alley 
which rau at the back of the long line of Bobe- 
mian cottages already mentioned. Of course, 
the mere filing of petitions did not secure the 
Railroad Company the richt to possess the 
proaerty, bat, nevertheless. yesterday morning 
the gang of workmen engaged in laying the new 
track received orders to proceed with their work 
and carry the road to the rear of the alley back 
of the Stewart avenue cottages and tbrough the 
rear part of the premises occupied by Messrs. 
Suchy, Waneuro, and Lobenhbocfer. 

‘The gaog of railroad laborers, under the di- 
rection of a Mr. Flanagan, and numbering 250 
strong, were ready for work at 7 o’clock yester- 


day morning, but Mr. Flanagan deemed that a 


little delay in order to allow the wale residents 
of the locality to vacate their premises, might 
be advisable. Pickets were thrown out to take 
observations, and when these were satisfied that 
only women folks were left in the houses whose 
beck yards were to be invaded the attack began. 
The fence at the rear of Mr. Waneuro’s resi- 
dence was of such light structure that the occu- 
pantsof the house were hardly aware of the 
presence of the gang of railroad men before 
gaps of twenty-five feet wide each had been 
made through it. When the discovery was 
made Mre. Waneuro raised a war cry which 
brought all the women of the peighborhood to 
their back doors. They took in the situation at 
a glance, and immediately provided themselves 
with arms and ammunition and prepared for 
the fray. The movement of the gang of rail- 
road men upon the property of Mr. Sucby, 
which lies about seventy-tive ieet north of the 
Waneuro lot, precipitated the conflict. Mrs. 
Suchy, a slender but vigorous matron of 
about 30 years of age, opened the attack. Her 
Weapon was the family batcNet, and the obpo- 
ment sbe selected was the stoutest man among 
the railroaders, whose pickax was making sad 
havoc among the boards of her fence. The man 
cleverly dodged the blow she aimed at bim, and, 
before she could recover to trv again, he bad her 
pinned tightly oy both wrists. The woman 
lought like a wildcat, but the odds were 
too heavy, and the batchet was taken from her 
bands. In the meantime the army of Ama- 
zous, about fifty strong, was making a gailant 
but futile attack upon the invading foe. A 
dozen Lroom-bandies woke the echoes as they 
Tell across the stout shoulders of the men, and 

the less valorous am the ladies, from a 
tecure position across alley, pelted the 
enemy with lobster-caus, brickbats, broken 
crockery, and other dangerous missiles. ‘The 
men took the attack good-paturediy, and the 
fury and ammupition of the matrons dein 
spent in about ten minutes, the necessary wor 
upon the Suchy lot was completed, and the 
gang dumped their sleepers into the yard with 
no more serious opposition than was contained 
inthe most terrible threats and imprecations 
from the defeated Amazons. 

A TRIBUNE reporter visited the scene of the 
fray shortly after its occurrence, calling, first of 
all, at the residence of Mr. Suchy, where he 
found that gentleman’s valiant wife feeling 
shaken in body and sore in spirit from her en- 
counter with the muscular railroader. Mrs. 
Suchy deciared that she had, she knew, re- 
ceived fatal internal injuries in the fray, but, in- 
asmuch as the doctor whom she bad summoned 
to attend ner said he would call again on the 
Jollowing morning, it is reasonable to conclude 
that the harm done her is not of a very serious 


In conversation with a detachment of the late 
attacking army, some of whom still flourished 
their weapons of offense, the reporter found 
that they considered they had been very shab- 
bily treated by the Railroad Company. They 
claimed that they were willing enough to allow 
their property to be condemned by the Courts, 
but said that an attempt had deen 
made by Mr. Albert Crane and the Rail- 
road Company to get them to swap their lots 
jor others ou Hanover street of considerably less 
Value, which they declined todo. ‘The Railroad 
Company then, they claimed, decided to run the 
track back of their premises, and promised 
them that, as they would not go out on the 
terms proposed, they would find no difficuity in 
“ sincking them out when they bad their resi- 

surrounded by railroad tracks. 

The work of laying the track went on without 
interruption during the remainder of the day, 
and at 6 o’clock vesterday evening it was accom-

GOULD’S LITTLE BOOM. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Nov. 2.—A number of lead- 
ing merchants, business-men, and capitalists of 
this city wishing to pay their respects to Jay 
Gould, called upon that gentleman at noon to- 
day at the Directors’ room of the Missouri Pa- 
cific Railway. The affair was intended to be 
private, but it appears that a reporter of the Post- 
Dispaich was present, and that paper this even- 
ing wives a full account of the proceedings. 

‘The visitors were introduced by Carlos 8. 
Greeley, of the Kansas Pacific Railway, and 
were cordially received by Mr. Gould. 

John Wabl, President of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, stated to Mr. Gould that the gentlemen 
present had called to pay their sincere respects 
and bid him a hearty welcome to the city, and 
they hoped be would find his St. Louis interests 
as valuable and profitable as be anticipated. 
To which Mr. Gould bowed a graceful ackuowl- 
ede ment. 

Ex-Gov. Stanard was then called upon and 
made a little speech of welcome to Mr. Gould 
in dehalt of all the people of St. Louis, con- 
gratulating him on his recent purchases 
here and elsewhere in the West, and 
giving some account of the commerce of St. 
Louis; ber importance as a railroad centre; ber 
advantages as adistributing point; the growth 
of her grain trade and manufactures: her ele- 
vator capacity, and ability to handle the grain of 
the tributary country; her outlets East and 
South to foreign ports, and finally drawing the 


gentieman’s attention to the great advantages 
the Mississippi River afforded for cheap trans- 
portation to the sea, if proper efforts were made 


in that direction. 


Mr. Gould replied to these remarks substan- 


tially as follows: Well, gentlemen, in reply to 
your remarks, I will say that as long as | have 
the management of these roads here I shall cer 
tainly work for the interests of St. Louis. 
have some 3,000 miles of road. all of which cen- 


tre bere, and I could not do otherwise than 


strive for the prosperity of this city. It seems 
to me you bave neglected your great 
river. ou ought to utilize it more 
m your shipping trade. 


bushels of wheat next year, and probably 20,- 
000,000 busbels of corn. Most of this corn can 
be brought here by our roads, and we will also 
bring a great deal bere from Nebraska. You 
ought to be able to send much of this grain 
down the river, but you do not now have the 
proper means of transportation, and I think 
you should immediately seek to make the 
needed im provements.”’ 

The call then terminated, and all seemed to 
be much pleased with the result. 

Mr. Gould’s allusion to the river as a means 
of transportation leads men to believe that he 
is much interested in the matter, and that the 
pian talked of, and partially organized some 
time ago by the St. Louis, Kansas & Northern 
Railway Compavy, of building a number of 
towboats and grain-barges for use between here 
aod New Orleans will be carried out in the near 
future. 

Mr. Gould bas made a careful examination of 
the Missouri Pacific property at this point yes- 
terday and to-day, and expressed himself sur- 
prised at its extent and value, and much 
pleased with his purchase. He will take a day- 
light trip over the road to Kansas City to-mor- 
row, and from there will go to Omaha; thence 
to Ogden. 


IT IS NO JOKE THIS TIME. 

So often bas it been announced that a new 
and elaborate union depot would soon be built 
by the Fort Wayne and the other roads, which 
now use that disgraceful and vermin-infected 
shed at the corner of Madisonand Canal streets 
that any further statement to that effect would 
be regarded as a huge joke. For tbis rerson 
Tae Turnus scribe has. hardly the courage to 
again state that negotiations are now pending 
for the removal of the disgraceful shed and the 
substitution of a magnificent union depot that 
will be an ornament to the city and a credit to 
the railroad. When Col. Tom Scott was in 
this city ‘about two years ago he 
stated to a TRIBUNE reporter that he was aware 
of the fact that the depot at the west end of 
Madison street bridge was a disgraceful affair 
aud an eyesore, and that be would see to it 
that it was replaced dy a creditable structure. 
But the year went by and nothing was done by 
the railroads centering there, although tney 
freely admitted that they were losing business 
on account of the inadequate accommodations. 
During the past year several consultations have 
been held between the managers now making 
that point their rendezvous and several others 
who desired to join-—«hem for the purpose of 
agreeing upon a plan for the building of a 
union depot, but all negotiations came te 
naught, owing to the refusal of the Fort 
Wayne Company to remove their freight- 
sheds at that point, the other 
roads claim! that there was not 
sufficient room there unless these freight depots 
were gotten out of the way.

Col. Scott 
however, did not look tavorabiy upon the prop 
osition, and thought it would be better for his 
road to remain where it was. He fully recog- 
nized the necessity of a suitable passenger de- 
pot, and directed the managersof the Fort 
Wayne to at once take steps towards re- 
placing the present eyesore with a credita- 
ble and commodious building, and that, in case 
no satisfactory arrangement could be made with 
the other roads now using the depot, to bulld it 
on their own hook, and then allow the use of 
the depot to such roads as choose to come in 
with them, In accordance with those directions 
Mr. Slataper, Chief Engineer of the Fort 
Wayne, bas pre plans for a new — 
depot, the magnitude of which, however, bas 
not yet been made koown. Mr. J. D. 
Layng, the General Manager, and Mr. 
Slataper had a consultation yesterday with 
the mavagers ot the Aiton and the Milwaukee 
& St. Paul ing the matter, and the plans 
prepared by Mr. Slataper were laid before them.

Of course this 
great disparity is due entirely to the fact that 
the rail rates are too bigh, and that it is more 
profitable to ship by water. It also proves that 
the polwy of the Eastern railroads in making 
their rates higher than the goouls can bear, does 
not injure Chicago in the least, but benefits it 
immeasurably. If the rail rates are high from 
Coicago, they are correspond malv high from 
competing points, and as oiler points bave no 
great lakes to take advantage of, the business is 
all divertea to this city, where more reasonable 
rates can be obtained from the lake linea. 
Chicago, with her lake facilities, is virtually in- 
dependent of railroads during seven months of 
the year, and can look with disdain upon the 
bragging of Cincinnati and St. Louis.

The total vote cas 
was 585,664 shares and $16,325,700 of bonds, or 
equal to 698,923 votes. Holders of 181,121 votes 
refrained from exercising their privilege. ‘The 
Directors elected are: Theron R. Butler, Charles 
Dana, Thomas Dickson, Harrison Vurkee, James 
J. Goodwin, R. Suydam Grant, Solomon 
8. Guthrie, Hugh J. Jewett, John 
Taylor Johnston, James R. Keene, Edwin D. 
Morgan, Cuurtiandt Parker, John Frederick 
Pierson, Homer Ramedell, Henry G. Stebbins, 
William L. Strong, and J. Lober Welch. The 
only new names in this liat are those of Thomas 
Dickson, President of the Delaware & Hudson 
Canal Company ; Thomas Durkee, wholesale gro- 
cer and Director of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, and Wiiliam L. Strong, dry-goods 
merchant, who take the places of Samuel Sloan, 
George F. Talman, and William Walter Phelps. 
Durmg the past year David A. Wells 
was displaced by James R. Keene, who never 
signified bis acceptance. Mr. Keene was re- 
e'ected, though be appears on the books as 
owner of very little stock. Messrs. Durkee & 
Strong are considered the representatives of 
Vanderbilt. but their selection is regarded as a 
very weak showing for that particular interest, 
after all the fuss made about the matter; 
and this afternoon the stock-jobbers, bav- 
ing laid the foundation beforeband by 
asserting that several dummies were 
to be chosen, were confidently predicting that 
there were to be two or three resignations soon, 
and that the places would be filled with Vunder- 
bilt men. There seems nothing reasonable, 
however, on which to base this report. The 
new Board will probably organize and select 
officers on Friday.

DEMOCRATIC DISTRESS. 
THEIR TROUBLE IN FINDING PRESIDENTIAL 
TIMBER.

Wasuineron, D. C., Nov. 25.—The effeet of 
the late elections upon the Democrats is ap- 
parent in the conversation of all who arrive 
here. To-day one of the best known among the 
mostextreme of the anti-War Democrats said 
that it would be absolutely necessary to the suc- 
cess of his party to pominate some one entirely 
free from all taint of Rebellion. It would pot 
only be necessary to find a man who bad no 
priuted record of sympathy with the Rebellion, 
but who had not even committed bimself ia 
that direction in ordinary conversation where it 
could be established against him.

SOME STIRRING TESTIMONY. 

New Or.zans, La.. Nov. 25.—In the Senato- 
rial investigation to-day the Rev. Jeremiah 
Blackstone (colored) testified, contradicting the 
statement of Bernard Williams that be (Black- 
stone) was paid, with others, $500 by Kellogg in 
Washington. Dia not see Kellogg until after 
being notified by the Committee that he would 
not be called to testify. He also denied knowl- 
edge of tne affidavit referred to yesterday by 
Seymour, but was offered $1,500 by Dix, who 
was working in the Spofford interest, if he 
(Blackstone) would farnish information to oust 
Kellogg. Blackstone denied that he had ever 
recelved any money from Gov. Kellogg or any 
of his friends, or that be had ever made any 
payments as set forth in the so-called affidavit. 
Witness said the signature to the affidavit was 
bis. The only way that be could explain it was 
that he frequently went to the office of Claim- 
Agent Dix and signed papers as a witness of 
which he did not see the contents, sometimes 
signing blank sheets to be filied out for pension 
claims. One of these might have been taken 
and the affidavit written over the signature. 

John Vigers testified to the general bad char- 
acter of Bernard Williams, who had been ar- 
rested for larceny. No one who kuows Will- 
iams would believe bim on oath. 

Arthur Gastinet, ex-Recorder, testified cop- 
cerning the general bad character of Bernard 
Williams, who couidn’t be believed on oatb. 

Solomon Marx testified regarding the char- 
acter of Williams, which is very bad. He swoie 
falsely last May against a poor man. 

Emanuel Heidenfelder testified as to the char- 
acter of Bernard Williams, which is very bad. 
He was tarred and fea'tiicred during the War; 
afterwards court-martialed and sent to Ship 
Island for six months for stealing a horse. He 
would not believe him op oath. 

Ex-Recorder Eugene Staes testified as to the 
character of Bernard Williams in the commn- 
nity, Which was very bad. Had been several 
times arrested. His testimony vas several 
times impeached before my court. During the 
War be was drummed through the streets with 
one-half bis head shaved. 

W. J. Moore, formerly Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Registration in the Seventh Ward, 
testified that by the registration lists the Repub- 
licans bad a natural majority of 900 in that ward. 
The Republican members of the Legislature 
were elected, whether the polls were thrown 
out or not. Knows there was a quorum present 
in the Legislature when Kellogg was elected. 
No fraudulent registration papers were used. 
Never told Peter Williams, or anybody else, 
there was not a quorum in the Packard Legisia- 
ture. Had a conversation with Peter Williams. 
Led bim to believe I had been discharged from 
the Custom-House. My object was to ascertain 
what the Democrats were doing. Promiveut 
Democrats have said Keilogg had to go. They 
wanted to make the strongest case they could 
before the Committee. but Kellogg had to go. 
It was a foregove coaciusion, and the object of 
the Committee in coming bere was to look up a 
plausible excuse for ousting bim.

Senator Cameron rejoined that he had de- 
sired this rule adopted in the first instance, but 
the Chairman had overruled him. 

Senator Hill said be was sorry be had done 
so, but now, Senator Cameron concurring, he 
would deciare that to be the order of the Com- 
mittee. - 

Ion a somewbst heated discussion between 
Senator Kellogg and the Chairman, Kellogg 
stated that, so far, his witnesses had occupied 
the time of the Committee but one day, and if 
the Committee did not subpeena the witnesses 
be asked for be would bring them to Wasbing- 


ton at his own expense, and bave them exam- 


ined before the whole Committee. 


SENATOR BOOTH. 
HIS PRESIDENTIAL PREFERENCE. 
Terre Havre, lud., Nov. 25.—Io an inter- 
view with a reporter of the Frpress of this city, 
to-day, Senator Newton Booth, of California, 
stated that that State was practically a unit on 
the Chinese quest ion; that the times were improv- 
ing there, and that the State was very prosperous;

THE UTES’ FRIEND. 
To the Editor of The Tribune, 

Whirtier, Lake Co., III., Nov. 24.— The fol- 
lowing is an extract from a letter of George T. 
Vose, who was over two years among the Utes 
during J. S. Littiefield’s term as Agent at White 
River. After speaking of the massacre, he 
writes: Aud yet I don’t biame the Utes so 
much as some do. Father Meeker had threat- 
ened to have some of them handcuffed when 
the soldiers came, and, by their putting a chain 
around his neck. I think there was something in 
it. Heought not to havetried tocow them 
down by telling them what he would do 
when the soldiers came. They think 
soldiers mean fight, and they were 
ready for them, béfig thus forewarned. 
I do not think they would bave massacred the 
Agent and employes if the Agent had not sent 
for the soldiers. I think another cause was an 
Indian for interpreter. Meeker ought to bave 
known better than that, for I noticed that when 
a redskin bad been with the whites long enough 
to learn to talk Engiish, he learnt to lie as 
well. And the interpreter, it seems, was not on 
good terms with the Agent, so he probably 
heard what Meeker had to say, and then told the 
Utes what he pleased. r de tried 
to force them to work and farm. Some were 
opposed to it, Jobhuson among the rest. ‘Then 
their goods were kept from them all ove winter 
by some Government rascals, and their treaty 
broken. Taking everything into account, 
1 don’t know as I blame them for trying to 


keep the soldiers out of their reservation. I 1 


don’t believe in trying to force the Indians into 
working. Utes as well as other Indians 
have always got along without work, and to 
have them go to farming all at once is more 
than can be expected of them. I bey are sport- 
me- men, and whites of that class even do not 
take too kindly to bard labor. Now, if they 
would commence at the A B C's and get them 
interested they would vot have so much trouble. 
‘They are good herders, and in time would learn 
to care for their stock, and after they found 
out its value and the use to which the money it 
brought could be put I don’t think they woula 
need much driving. After all. Littlefield’ was 
much better qualified to go amongst them than 
apy ove they ever had there. If an 
Indian offered bis services as interpreter he al- 
ways got a short answer from Agent Littlefleid. 
1 was acquaivted with most all of tne Indians 
and with Joe Ravxin, the scout for the soldiers; 
be was the mail r that I came ont to Raw- 
Uns with and sold my pony to; he wed more 
courage than | gave him credit for. fe John- 
soo used to clerk for me, and would chest the 
Utah Utes when they came to trade; bis wif 
Ouray’s sister, Iremember; she was rather g 
looking, pleasant-faced squaw, rather large for 
a Ute, and I think was lame and used a case. I 
pever thought Joboson very bad; ne had con- 
siderable influence with a part of the Utes.

CURRENCY LEGISLATION. 

That the President's annual message, which 
will be sent to Congress on the first day of 
the regular session, next Monday, is looked 
to with a very general interest, ig attested 
by the numerous publications purporting to 
give its substance, It is safe to say that 
none of these advance publications is based 
upon actual knowledge of what the message 
contains, and that they have all emanated 
from the same source is indicated by their 
agreement in attributing to the President the 
intention of recommending to Congress the 
gradual but absolute retirement of green- 
backs from circulation. Taz Trievnz’s 
Washington advices deny that the President 
will make any such recommendation, and our 
advices are the more trustworthy because 
they do not profess to foretell what the mes- 
sage will contain. 

It may be that President Harm and Secre- 
tary SHerman both entertain the opinion that 
the actual retirement and destruction of ail 
the greenbacks, and the abandonment of a 
system that was the outgrowth of the War 
and only sustained by the Supreme Court as 
an emergency measure, are essential to the 
definit settlement of the currency question. 
Many of the ablest financiers of this country 
hold to the same opinion, and nearly all peo- 
ple who have ever given the matter any 
thought agree that there must always be 
more or less danger of suspension so long as 
there shall be between three and four hun- 
dred millions of Government demand notes 
outstanding, and a materially less sum of coin 
in the Treasury for redemption purposes. A 
commercial panic, foreign complications, a 
serious revulsion in the so-called balance of 
trade, a war, revolutionary projects inside or 
outside of Congress, any agitation that 
should create general alarm, might shatter 
public confidence and cause a run that might 
perhaps necessitate suspension. Atthe same 
time, President Hayes must feel assured 
that there is no imminent danger of any such 
disaster, and can scarcely fail to think that 
p reopening of the currency question at the 
present time in any shape would threaten 
much more serious disturbance than the 
continued circulation of the greenbacks. It 
is highly probable, therefore, that there will 
be no suggestion looking to the present re- 
tirement of the greenbacks, whatever Presi- 
dent Hayrrs or his Cabinet may hold as to 
the ultimate disposition thereof. 

It is much more probable that the Presi- 
dent will recommend Congress to let the 
eurrency question alone. That course will 
| eortainly be the most beneficial to the busi- 
ness interests of the country for the present, 
and it will be the wisest for the Democrats 
to pursue so far as their party interests are 
concerned. No suggestion can be made for 
new legislation affecting the currency that 
will not reopen a cortroversy sure to do 
injury to business and disturb party lines. 
If it should take the form of gradual re- 
tirement of greenbacks, chere is not the 
slightest prospect that the proposition 
would find any practical solution at the 
bands of the present Congress, while the 
discussion thereof would give the soft- 
money fanatics a new opportunity for agi- 
tating their theories. The most obvious 
aubstitution of National-bank notes for green- 
backs, under a free banking system and upon 
the security of National bonds, would raise 
a howl among the followers of Ewe in the 
House and Trurman in the Senate, who 
have arrayed themselves especially against 
the National-bank system. It is hardly 
possible that any turn could be given to the 
subject at the present time which would not 
imperil more urgent and vital political issues. 
The demagogs would be the only gainers 
from renewed agitation.

MAYOR HARRISON’S LATEST BLUNDER. 

Mr. Canrm Hanrzison’s faculty for blunder- 
ing entitles him to a prominent place in the 
councils of the Democratic party; for, like 
his party, he improves every opportunity to 
go wrong. The latest instance of this tend- 
ency was the Mayor’s reception of the Com, 
mittee that asked him to preside at the meet- 
ing to be held at McCormick Hall aE 
Monday to express sympathy for the | 
agriculturists in their movement for land- 
reform. Mr. Harrison evinced from the 
outset an unaccountabie disinclination to act. 
He at first professed profound ignorance of 
the whole subject, which was certainly not 
very creditable to a man who has assumed to 
be asort of walking encyclopedia. He then 
became seriously troubled as to whether 
England would not resent his presiding in an 
official capacity over a public meeting called 
to extend sympathy and comfort to a 
class of her Irish subjects who are 
antagonizing the present land laws. This 
was characteristic; it is just like Caran 
Hazprison to imagine that his actions are 
watched with a jealous eye by all the nations 
of Europe, and that even the semblance of 
hostility on his part to any of England's laws 
would be regarded by that nation as a good 
and sufficient casts bel. We have no doubt 
that he takes great credit to himself for 
averting a long and bloody war between the 
United States and Great Britain. At last 
Mr. Harnpison concluded that he might 
safely and properly preside at the Irish 
meeting as an individual, though not offl- 
cially”; but, long before he had reached this 
conclusion, the Committee had turned their 
backs upon him in disgust, and left him 
with nothing but his own overweening sense 
of importance as a consolation. 

There has rarely, if ever, been a more 
ludicrous exhibition of small official pom- 
posity than Mayor Harrison made in this case. 
If that were all of it, it might be passed by 
as an illustration that the ruling passion is 
strong in political death as well as mortal 
dissolution. But there was a beartlesness 
about Hargison’s treatment of this matter 
which reflects upon him more seriously than 
the silliness of his punctilio. That the 
Mayor of the chief city of the great agri- 
cultnral Republic of the Northwest should be 
ignorant end indifferent as to the life-strug- 
gle of an oppressed race of agriculturists in 
another part of the world shows that Mr. 
Harewon does not share in the sympathies 
of his own people. ‘The agricultural labor- 
ers in Ireland are making a struggle for bare 
subsistence. They have been reduced to the 
verge of a famine by the failure of their 
crops and the extortion of the land-owners. 
They have implored the landlords for con- 
cessions, but generally in vain; they have 
pleaded with the Government for relief, but 
have fouad none; they are in a condition of 
desperation, with winter staring them in the 
face, lacking the necessaries of life, and un- 
der the constant apprehension of being 
ejected from their leaseholds and deprived of 
all the property they possess, which consists 
in improvements they have made upon the 
lands owned by others. In spite of all this, 
there has been no general uprising of the 
people, no serious breach of the peace, no 
threats of revolution. The arrests that have 
been made for the use of seditious language 
have been based upon exceedingly mild pro- 
tests that hardly constitute a technical viola- 
tion of the statute, A tithe of the same 
suffering and injustice endured by the Irish 
agriculturists would have long since led 
either to radical reform or general revolution 
in this country. And yet Mr. Carrrr Han- 
Rison makes his accidental and temporary 
occupation of the Mayor’s office an excuse 
for declining to preside at a meeting where 
American freemen intend to express sym- 
pathy with the Irish serfs! There was a 
notable lack of charity and republican senti- 
ment, as well as a lack of judgment, in this 


blunder.

EXPENDITURES FOR PUBLIC WORKS, 
The Secretary of War, in making his esti- 

mates for appropriations needed for public 
works forthe year ending June 30, 1881, 
confesses that he is somewhat bewildered by 
the action of Congress on former estimates. 
A year ago the Secretary’s estimates for 
public works were less than $8,000,000 ; but 
Congress appropriated $10,794,000. Last 
year the Engineers’ estimates for fortifica- 
tions were $3,100,000, but the Secretary re- 
duced them to $1,000,000, while Congress 
reduced them to $150,000. This year the 
Engineers ask for $4,000,000; but the 
Secretary reduces this to $1,000,000. On 
the other hand, last year he recom- 
mended that $5,000,000 be appropri- 
ated for river and harber improvements, 
but Congress actually appropriated $9,720,- 
000,—a freak of liberality which, whether con- 
sidered as a waste or as an impropriety, prom- 
ises to prove costly. The Secretary declares 


that seventeen-twenticths of the money 


asked this year for public improvements 18 
to carry on works begun but not completed 
under previous appropriations. The En- 
ginsers, report that $14,000,000 will be 
needed to go on with the works thus im- 


| providently begun. The Secretary, however, 


thinks that $5,000,000 will be enough, and 
if Congress had the courage of intelligence 
it would promptly omit the appropriation 
altogether. This abuse has been practiced 
often enough, and arest for five years in 
that class of expenditure is eminently de- 
sirable. 

The Chief of the Engineer Corps laments 
that for many years Congress has ref used 
large appropriations for keeping in repair a 
long list of seaboard fortifications, some of 
them as old as the war with Great Britain in 
1812, and which are utterly useless at present. 
The Chief thinks that his corps was organ- 
ized to find out objects on which public

money may be expended. As all the old | 
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defense under the changes in modern ord- 
nance, the Engineer Corps, after the long 
failure of Congress to te money to 
keep these es on a war footing, 
hes turned its attention to devising new 
works, and new and enlatged appropriations ; 
these new and costly works, it thinks, will 
be handy to have in the house, in case of 
injuries to opr citizens abroad and insults to 
our flag.” Here is the logic of the report : 
„No progress whatever bas been made for 
reveral years past in the, construction of new or 
in the modifications of our old works, built before 
the inventions of modern ordnance and armored 
ships, for want of appropriations therefor; bat the 
Engineer Department of the Army, in the light of 
full information respecting the great improvements 
in ordnance and armor, has prepared plans for 
modifying some of our old works and constracting 
pew ones. These plans provide for mounting the 
heaviest of modern rifled guns and resisting the 
projectiles of cannon of the immense csiibres now 
possessed by nearly every maritime nation of Eu-

derbe Chief of Engineers remarks that, in the 
present condition of our seacoast defenses, inj ur- 
ies to our citizens abroad and insults to our flag 
could not be resented with that vigor and prompti- 
tude demanded by the honor and dignity of the 
Nation, and justified bya knowledge that, come 
what may, Our navy-yards, maritime cities, and 
depots for military and naval stores will be un- 
aseailable behind impregnable fortifications and 
obstructions. "’ ; 

In the meantime, another branch of the 
Engineer Corps has been experimenting with 
torpedoes as a means of harbor and coast de- 
fense, and the system, it is seid, has been 
brought to a high degree of perfection, and 
the report says: 

** Fortifications and torpedoes or submarine 
mines have, in recent years, become the twin de- 
fenses of maritime countries, the latter being 
necessary to hold the enemy's vessels under the 
fire of the former in the approaches to our harbors; 
and the Secretary believes itis simply a matter of 
common prudence and good judgment that the ap- 
propriations asked for py the Chief of Engineers 
for providing torpedoes to be stored in our fortifi- 
cations, from which they can be planted in time of 
war in the channels and fair-ways of our harbors, 
and for preparing our most important forts for 
overating them by providing the neceseary bom b- 
proof covers for the electrical apparatus, galleries 
of approach, etc., be granted; aiso that, for the 
reasons stated by the Chief of Engineers, the 
means should be provided for increasing the Bat- 
talion of Engineers from the number now fixed at 
200 enlisted men, under the recent law reducing 
the army, to 520 enlisted men.” 

A reasonable man, intent only on the ex- 
penditure of money «when, where, and to the 
amount needed, would probably suggest 
that, considering the modernization of war- 
fare, and the constantly changing © im- 
proving of the heavy ordnance, the égmetruc- 
tion of new fortifications of a permanent.and 
costly character might be deferred until there 
is some indication of their being needed. 
In the meantime the experiments in the tor- 
pedo system might go on, 

IT Id ALL “GUSH.” 

We printed yesterday an extended inter- 
view between our Washington correspondent 
and Mr. Winiiam Rur, of Bast Tennessee, 
‘‘a native Southern Republican, and editor 
and proprietor of the only daily Republican 
paper in the late Confederate States,” on the 
subject of the disintegration of the Solid 
South. Mr. Rozz has a last word for North- 
ern Republicans, and it is this: If I had 
the ear of the Northern Republicans, I would 
warn them by all means to avoid the mistake 
of relying in any sense upon the so-called Iu- 
dependent movement in the South. There 
is · just as much necessity, in my opinion, of a 
Solid North in 1880 as there was in 1861.” 
Mr. Ruxz disposes of the Fro letter, which 
constituted the vanguard of the movement, 
in short order by reference to the fact that 
Fetton was elected to Congress as 
an JIndenendent, but that, instead of 
maintaining an independent attitude, he 
„vent into the Democratic caucus and did 
everything that the worst Bourbon Demo- 
erat could demand or desire.“ Frurox,” 
says Mr. Ruz, is a political weathercock,” 
who veers to the first faint breeze, only to 
be turned back by the next. He tells a 
curious story of Judge Locuranz, another 
of the new-fledged Independents. He is, it 
séems, an “‘ eccentric fellow,” who thirsts 
for notoriety.” Being in New York once 
upon a time, he gave a Herald reporter $10 
to publish his name. Looking in vain for 
it next morning, he was very indignant. But 
a friend pointed it out among the advertise- 
ments, under the head of Personal. Mr. 
Rutz is very confident that the FzLroxs 
and the Loonranes neither mold nor 
reflect public sentiment in the South. 
He admits that there is a conservative 
element in the South, consisting of business- 
men who realize that Bourbon “ cussedness ” 
is working incalculable injury to that section 
of the country; but they ere not in the 
councils of the Democratic party, and are as 
powerless to stem the tide of radicalism as 
the Southern Unionists were in 1861 to re- 
sist secession and rebellion. Mr. Rurz's 
remedy for the ills of the South, intensified 
by the recalcitrant attitude of its people, is 
the next census and the reapportionment of 
1881. While the South indulges the hope of 
controlling the Government through the aid 
of two or three Northern States, it will seek 
to repudiate the War and legislative settle- 
ments. That hope once dissipated, Mr. 
Roe thinks that the Southern people will 
abandon their sectional strife and go about 
their business. 

This is a very sensible view of the South- 
ern political situation. It tears the veil 
from a great mass of sentimental gush, and 
exposes to view the skeleton in the National 
closet,—namely: the disagreeable fact that 
the Democratic party South is an organized 
menace to the perpetuity of the Union. The 
average Southern Democratic politician 
breakfasts, dines, and sups off sectionalism. 
Nothing shows this better than the una- 
nimity with which the Southern Democratic 
leaders come to the support of Bayarp for 
the Presidency.. They do this because, as 
Senator Hampron said, He has always, 
during and since the War, sympathized with 
the South.“ Lana is for Baxarp. Boruze 
is for Bayarp. The Nashville American is 
for Bayanp. Why? Because he is a South- 
ern Northernized doughface, He talks 
like 3 Conservative, but votes for 
all the radical measures proposed by the 
Southern wing of his party. He sympa- 
thined with the South iu its act of rebell- 
ion, and still sympathizes with it in its hos- 
tility to the Nation. Hoe could be relied upon 
as a tool for the execution of every South- 
ern deore, as the doughface Prercs and the 
old Public Functionary Bucuanan became 
servile tools in the hands of the slavery 
propagandists. ‘ But wonld the South vote 
for T. DIV F“ queries the correspondent. 
Oh. yes,” responds Mr. Rurz, if they 
thought he could carry New York. They 
care nothing about the candidate, so he can 
win.” In a word, they prefer Bayarp, but 
they would vote for the ‘Devil provided he 
could assure them mastery of the Govern- 
ment which, in their hegrt of hearts, they 
hate. - 
Mr. Ruz has performed a real service to 
the country in his exhaustive analysis of the 


Southern political situatign. It tends to 


postpone the prospect of millennium, but it 
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arrests the demoralizing tendencies of an ab- 
surd optimism. The Republican party is 
solid, aud its chief duty now is to maintam 
an unbroken front in the face of the enemy. 
Victory in 1880 is within its grasp. Over- 
confidence would weaken its grip, and a 
surrender of any of its cardinal doctrines 
might, almost inevitably would, drive it from 
its high vantage ground. Its mission now is 
to eliminate the shotgun from. American 
politios,—to enforce the right of absolute 
freedom of speech and political action on 
every square foot of the territory of the 
United States. There must be peace at the 
polls in Mississippi as well as in Illinois. 
This is the issue of 1880,

The late lamented Senator Cann sin- 
cerely loved the Republican party. It was 
natural that he should, because he had 
helped to rock its cradle, watched over its 
infancy, assisted in its education, and lived 
to be proud of its brilliant and historie 
achievements.

We 
promised to put down the greatest and most 
formidable ‘rebellion ever known in the 
history of nations, and we did it. We 
promised to build the Pacific Railroad, the 
great highway across the continent, and we 
did it. We promised to reconstruct and 
rehabilitate the seceded States, and we did 
it. We promised to give Gop's poor a 
Homestead law, and we did it. We prom- 
ised to maintain your credit at home and 
abroad, and we did it. We promised to 
resume specie-payments at the éarliest 
practicable moment, and we did it. We 
promised to pension liberally all who risked 
their lives in defense of the Nation's flag, 
and we did it.” Then, pausing until the 
silence was oppressive, and lifting him- 
self to his giant hight, with a defiant 
gesture he exclaimed: I defy any Democrat 
here or elsewhere to name a single promise 
that the Republican party ever made to the 
American people which has not been relig- 
iously fulfilled !” 

Nothing so roused his patriotic indigna- 
tion as the impudent assertion that the 
mission of the Republican party had ended, 
and that it now ought to take down its sign 
and retire from active business. He freely 
admitted that, so far as the futureis con- 
cerned, no party ever existed in this country 
that was as fit to die as the Republican 
party.

SHALL THE SILVER ACT BE CHANGED? 
The Cincinnati Commercial proposes to 
amend, the Silver ach so as to suspend the 
purchase of silver, aud call in all the subsid- 
iary silver coin, issuing dollars therefor. 

The subsidiary coin is of all the denomi- 
nations less than a dollar, and unless the 
country is prepared to return to shinplasters 
and small notes there must be a large and 
liberal supply of halves and quarters and of 
dimes maintained. In 1858 the amount of 
silver in these fractional coins was reduced 
in order to prevent their exportation, they 
being, like the dollar coin, from 3 to 4 per 
cent more valuable than gold, The subsid- 
iary coin was therefore made 6 per cent less 
valuable than the silver dollar. There is 
no particular necessity or urgency for 
ealling in these small coins, but if 
any change be made in them then in 
all new issues their weight might be in- 
creased so as to place their bullion value on 
a par with that of the dollar of 412} grains. 
The trade-dollars should be purchased and 
coined into standard dollars. 

The same paper proposes the temporary 
suspension of the silver dollar in order to 
enable the mints to coin gold pieces of the 
denomination of half and quarter eagles, 
which .it thinks will be very gratefully ac- 
eepted by the public. The gold which is 
pouring into the country is not the property 
of the Government,—it is private property, 
and the holders take it to the mint to be 
coined on their own account. They 
not want small gold coins; they pre- 
fer the double-eagle, and if there were 
still a larger coin they would take

and two dollar greenbacks in 
There is no possible objection to small 


dollars; but, so long as the paper and the 
coin are of equal value, the American peo 
ple, educated during nearly twenty years to 
the almost exclusive use of paper money, 
will prefer the paper to the coin. In Eu- 
gland and France, where silver is the general 
coin in use for chenge, there is no paper of 
less denominations than four or five dollars. 
England keeps in circulation nearly $100,- 
000,000 in small silver, and France even a 
much greater amount, 

Any suggestion from the Treasury to re- 
peal the Silver-Dollar Coinage act will be dis- 
approved by the country. If the New York 
banks propose the alternative of a repeal of 
the Silver Coinage set or the retirement of 
the Treasury from the New York Clearing- 
House, there can be no question that the 
country will insist that the Silver act shall 
not be repealed, and the country will gen- 


banks in making that or any similar demand. 

The country is fully informed that the 
entire debt of the United States is by special 
stipulation on the face of the bonds pay- 
able, principal and interest, in silver at the 
option of the Government. The country 
does not propose to surrender this option, 
under any circumstances, and the reserve of 
$60,000,000 or even $160,000,000 of silver 
dollars the country will always regard as a 
strong support in maintaining specie-pay- 
ments; the gold in the country will not 
attain any extraordinary or special value so 
long as there is a silver coin in such large 
quantity, having the same legal value, to take 
its place. 

The country will demand, therefore, that 
the Silver Coinage act shall continue in force 
until such time as the silver bullion recover 
its relative value with gold; and then, it is 
to be hoped, the restrictions upon silver 
coinage will be removed, and the coinage of 
silver be as free asis that of gold. It is not 
likely tnat there will be any disturbance of 
the existing laws relating to the coinage or 
the currency. The present deluge of coin 
may be arrested sooner than is now sup- 
posed. Should it go on it may have results 
as disastrous as would follow even a com- 
parative scarcity. We must soon begin to 
buy as well as to sell, and unless we 
do the monetary markets of the world will 
have a disturbance that must be felt in this 
country most seriously. This country may 
be visited with disastrous seasons and fail- 
ures of crops, and other nations be blessed 
with bountiful harvests. There are various 
changes possible, including an era of wild 
extravagance and speculation, resulting from 
the plethora of money. Let us therefore go 
on with the silver coinage. while we may; 
and, if the gold take flight again, this silver, 
now so heartily despised at the Treasury 
Department, may stand the country in good 
need to maintain specie-payments. 

— 

The export trade in aleohol has always 
been embarrassed by the unnecessary com- 
plications and cost thrown around it by the 
Revenue laws and by the regulations of the 
Treasury Department. The manufacturer of 
alcohol in the City of Chicago, in order to 
fill an order for exportation, has to give bonds 
in New York, with real estate security, the 
real estate being also in New York, in double 
the price of the alcoholand the tax thereon, 
that the alcohol thus shipped from Chicago 
shall not be returned to the United States; 
and these bonds remain in force until the 
return is made by the Consul at 
the port to which the spirits are 
consigned that the goods have arrived at 
that port. It will readily be understood that 
this cumbersome and exacting regulation has 
of necessity forced all the export trade in 
alcohol from the interior of the country to 
the Atlantic porta. Unlike any other branch 
of commerce, the purchaser for export can 
only buy from sellers residing in a port 
where the necessary bonds and real estate 
security can be had, All efforts to have this 
arbitrary and discriminating regulation or 
law changed have been unavailing, At last 
there is a chances for a deliverance, enabling 
our manufacturers to sell direotly for exporta- 
tion. The Merchants’ Dispatch Company 
have entered into an agreement with the 
distillers of this city to furnish all the bonds 
for exportation on all alcohol shipped by 
that line by way of New York, Under this 
arrangement alcohol will be purchased in 
the West at the place of manufacture, and 
shipped direct to any part of the world, the 
Express Company giving all the security 
now exacted by law and regulation. We 
have not heard the terms of this agreement, 
but that it is entirely satisfactory and profit- 
able to both parties there can be no doubt.

A Citizen of Canton, Mo., Sup- 
posed to Have Been 
Murdered, 


Several Important Witnesses Exam- 
ined in the Hayden Case 
Yesterday. 


THE HAYDEN TRIAL. 
Special Dispatch te The Tribune. 

New Haven, Conn., Noy. 25.—The testimony 
in the Hayden trial to-day assumed a more in- 
teresting phase, and the court-room was 
tbronged at both sessions. The firat witness 
was a very deaf woman, whose examina- 
tion was conducted by counsel shouting iuter- 
rogatories with an ear-trumpet. She testified 
that on the afternoon of the murder, when driy- 
ing along the road, near Havyden’s house, she 
saw aman enter the road from the woods and 
plunge inte the woods on the other side. She 
bad buts passing glance, insufficient for the 
purpose of identification. The spot where the 
person was seen was on the ling that Hayden 
would have followed in going to the place of 
the. murder, Hayden claims that he was in 
bis wood-lot all the afternoon, but the State 
claims that he had abundant time to go thence 
to the place where the crime was committed and 
return. A severe crossexamination did not 
shake ber testimony, and she persisted that she 
bad never asserted that it was Hayden whom 
she saw. The defense tried to weaken the evi- 
dence by alleging that her failure to tell her 
story at the preliminary trial indicated that ber 
testimony ot to-day was manufactured and un- 
trustworthy. The witngss, however, explained 
that its importance had never ** 
her until long after the occurrence, an 
that she had spoken of the matter 
only to members of her own household until 
after the first trial. Her extreme deafness pre- 
vented much general conversation. The next 
witness was Gen. Wilcox, ex-Chief of Police in 
Middletown, who, a few days after the arrest of 
Hayden, searched his house and barn, looking 
for the bloed-stained clothing. He found noth- 
ing; but an important part of his testimony was 
that at the time of his search there was no tin 
box of arsepicin the place on a girder of the 
barn where such a box was found ten days later 
by Hayden’s friends. Nothing was knewn 
about the arsenic when Wilcox searched, nor did 
it come aut publicly until some days later, 
when the State authorities ascertained the fact 
of the purchase of an ounce by Hayden. A few 
days after thia, Hayden himself, doing his pre- 
liminary trial, told of bis purchase, and that be 
put the box of arsenic in his barn. His counse: 
that night sent a friend to the bern and ob- 
tained the box: The State claims that this box 
was a fraud, placed there at his instigation 
merely for the purpose of deception after he 
had learned that the State suthorities 
bad been informed of his ptrchase. The 
fact that the box was nos there wher 
Wileax searched is regarded as conclusive 
proof of this deception far the purpose of ac- 
counting fer the disposal of the arsenic be 
bougbt, a part of which, it is claimed, he admin- 
istered to Mary Stannard, and the rest he threw 
away. A severe cross-examination failed to 
abake the evidence of this witness. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Young, an elderly lady, who, 
at the time ef the tragedy, was visiting ata 
house opposit Havden’s, testified to seeing che 
girl call at his bouse three times on the day 
preceding the murder, and the last time she 
and Harden were together io a barn four or 
five minutes alone. It is claimed by 
the, State that @ this time she told 
him of her pregnancy, and be promised to get 
her quick medicine. Mrs. Rachel Stevens, 
mother of the preceding witness, fully cor- 
roborated her testimony. A proposition was 
made by the State to-day that the State would 
pot put in any evidence of claim that the prints 
of Hayden’s heel were found on the murdered 
girl’s cheek, provided the defense would aban- 
don their claim that the girl committed suicide. 
The defense refused to agree to this, and claim 
that they can show that the heel-print evidence 
is worthiess. 


THE LEADVILLE TROUBLES. 

LEADVILLB, Colo., Nov. 23.—Before being cut 
down @ policeman took the placard off Frod- 
sham’s back, but was persuaded that it looked 
very appropriate where it was, and hung it as 
before, the place being pointed out by a six- 
shooter, and uader circumstances easy to find. 
P. A. Kelley, who received notice to leave 
or share their awful fate, bas been City Mar- 
shal until within the last few days, and has 
been known to accept bribes and in every 
way to sustain the thieving clement, and has 
been before the City Council twice to answer 
various charges of this nature. The Coroner 
to-day hada notice slipped inte his hand by 
some unknown bunko man, saying to have 
Bockhouse leave the city to-night or he would 
be a dead man in the morning. Jim Bush, the 
murderer of Arbuckle last winter. has received 
notice to leave. The town is wild with excite- 
ment, and but little ie needed to fan the fame 
aud start the ball moving again. 

Last night passed away quietly, but the morn- 
ing was anxiously looked for by many to reveal 
n repetition of the horrors of the night before, 
as some of the warned parties failed to leave on 
the notice given them. The Highland Guards 
militia were on duty all night, and an adidi- 
tional police force was put ona, and the fire 
companies ordered to hold themselves for im- 
mediate action, as the bunko steerers had 
threatened the destruction of the city, and also 
ordered the Hera d and the Chronicle force to 
leave owing to their strongly advocating some 
desperate method to rid the city of these char- 
acters, which the law failed to provide, at least 
enforce. At 10 o’clock p. m. 4 false alarm of 
fire was sounded, and the deserted streets were 
quickly filled with men, and the report that the 
bunkos bad begun their hellish work created 
the greatest excitement, but on learning it wes 
a false alarm the excitement subsided. 

This evening’s Chronicle aavs the opponents of 
the vigilantes had at 10 e’ciock this morning 736 
names enrolled, and were arming to the teeth, 
and not above four own a dollar’s worth of 
property. They claim to know every one of the 
vigilantes, and threaten that as soon as the ex- 
citement subsides they will baug every one of 
them, and then burn the tewn. The militia are 
out again to-night. The threate from the 
bunkes must be considered dle ones, and no 
danger is apprebevded, only from the torch. 
Mayor James bas t ut on a large body of apecial 
pole, and every precaution will be taken to 
guard against such a sad calamity. 

LEADVILLE, Col., Nov. 24—Despite the 
patrols that still patrol the city, twelve men. 
with black masks, entered the Odeon Dance 
Hall, State street, singled out a man, marched 
bim toa bright light, and, after carefully ex- 
amining him, let him loose, saying, This is 
not our man,” and departed as quiectiy’as they 
came. The parties warned by the Vigilantes 
still remain, which causes an woeasy feeling, as 
a Vigilance Committee’s warning in the West 
is not considered a trifling matter. A crisis is 
expected this week.

Sr. Louis, Nov. 25.—A large portion of our 
community experienced a big disgust to-day 
when it was announced that the Court of Ap- 
peals had granted a new trial te the defaulter, 
ex-Auditor Heath.

Court this morning the case of Currie, who 
murdered the actor Porter, was called and the 
State anuounced, Not ready for trial for want 
of the testimony of N. A. Harvey and M. H.

TH KANSAS CITY MURDER.

Kansas Orfy, Mo., Nov. 25.—At an early 
heur this morning the police arrested one Jobn 
Kelly, formerly License Inspector, as the party 
who inaugurated the row at the Coliseum The- 
atre laat night, which resulted in the death of 
George Southworth and the wounding of young 
Waters. Kelly was identified by Turner, the 
doorkeeper, as the party with whom he had the 
fight, and as the man who i began 
the indiscrimiuste firing. There were 80 
many conflicting stories regarding the 
killiug of Southworth, that both Kelly and 
Turner have been locked up in the county fall, 
a State warrant baving been sworn out against 
them. At the iequest to-day, the bullet in 
Southworth’s brain was presented in testimony, 
and just fitted Kelly's pistol, aud was so much at 
variance with the bullets fired from Turner's 
revolver that it is pretty certain that the former 
fired the fatal shot. 

BRIBERY AND CORRUPTION. 

Hanntsnune, Pa., Nov. 2i.—In the Legisla- 
tive bribery trial this morning, Judge Pearson 
everruied the motion made yesterday to quash 
the array of jurors drawn at the Aucust term of 
the Court. A moiion was then made te quash 
the indictment, for the reason that the District- 
Attorney was present in the Grand Jury room 
during the deliberations of the Grand Jury and 
the examination of witnesses; that he used lan- 
guage likely to influence and prejudice the 
minds of the Grand Jury, and that it was in 
variance with the rights of defendants, because 
the indictment was not returned by the Grand 
Jury or any member of ft, and because the bill 
of indictment was not found by a lawfully-con- 
stituted Grand Jury, in that twenty-four jurors 
were present when but twenty-three were re- 
quired.

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Attempted Robbery- A Sensation 


Capture of a Vermont Burglar Whe Was 
Relegated te the Kast. 


Echoes from the Police Courte—Minor Ar- 
rests and Offeuses, 


ATTEMPTED ROBBERY. 

„He's killed a woman,“ was all that could be 
heard on West Madison street, from the station 
west to Peoria street, at 4 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. This hue and cry was 
raised by a tumultuous crowd of mes, 
women, and children, whe were scurrying 
along in the wake of Officer E. A. Lablum, 
baving im charge a scared and scraggy-looking 
individual, who did not appear capable of mak- 
ing the resistance which the officer appeared in- 
tent upon preventing. Finally the sta- 
tion was reached. The central fig- 
ures fm the turmoil, includimg  sev- 
eral hatless and -ceatless individuals, who 
were plainly enough the witnesses in the case, 
were permitted to enter, but to the neisy rabble 
who were so intent upon swearing the prisoner’s 
life away there was no admittance. Within the 
station, the prisoner appeared more at ease, 
and quietly subjected himself to the process of 
being searched. There was scarcely any need of 
this in his case, for he bad nothing upon bim 
save a small clay pipe, considerably the worse 
for wear and tear, and a small paper of tobacco. 
Upon arresting the man the officer bad taken 
the precaution to disarm bim of a small et- 
knife of the pattern known as the “‘ Corn Knife.” 
This was all; no papers, no trinkets, no money. 
The stationkeeper asked his name, but, as he 
hesitated, be was compelled to ask again, and 
then tue response came. Heury Kline, 37 years 
of age, married, no occupation,” was then 
entered on the book, and the owner of the 
name was led downstairs to a cell. Kline 
appears to be even older than he allows. 
His hair is quite gray in streaks, 
bie mustache equally 80, and is 
eneral appearance is that of a man who had 
ust been liberated after some long confinement 
in jail. He was of medium bight and build, 
and was pot at all remarkable but for bis 

arkling, wide-awake, large blue eyes. His 
clotbing was rather poor and seedy, his overcoat 
having seen its best several years ago. 

At once upes locking bis prisoner up, the 
officer listened for a moment to the 
who related bow they bad seen at No. 247 Ogden 
avenue a woman fall down stairs shortly after 
the prisoner and bis aecomplices esca from 
the building, and bow she was covered with 
blood. They followed the prisoner from the 
house, through several alleya and vacant lots, 
until he reached Lincoln street, where 
he doubied on bis tracks and walked rapidly 
towards the north. They followed as closely ag 
they dared to under the circumstances, until 
at the corner of Wasbington and Peoria streets, 
nearly a mile and a haif from the house, 
an officer took charge of him. Leroy 
Bartlett was the one who notified the 
officer, and Joseph Butler the one who 
was chiefly instrumental in following up the 
prisouer. The former is the proprietor of a 
butcher-shop at No. 247 Ogden avenue, and the 
latter is a youth in his employ. 

The party then set out for the scene, 
but all expectations of fiuding a corpse 
were dispelled long before the place was 
reached. The lady bad been only slightly 
injured. Her name is Mrs. Ada Bendre, and 
she occupies the upper floor of a large three- 
story brick building, in which is Bartlett’s 
butcher-shop. Although quite nervous, she was 
able to relate concisely all that had occurred. 
Aloug about 8 o’clock in the afternoon two 
strange and poorly-clad men rapped at 
her door, and inquired if she had 
the renting of rooms there. Giving an affirm- 
ative reply, she then asked who had referred 
them to her, to which they responded that they 
had seen the sign on the door at the foot of the 
stairs. Not liking the looks of the men, she 
made up her mind to set the rental so 
high that they would not de llable 
to take the rooms, and after § she 
bad shown them a room whieh appeared to suit, 
she avnounced its rental as 32.50 week. The 
mea said something about havin? seen some 
rooms over on Adams street which they balf 
liked, and then finding some fault about the 
rental went their way. It was about a half-hour 
later that both returned, and stated that 
they had econeluded to take the room. Still 
disliking their looks, Mra. Bendre said that the 
room could not possibly be gotten ready for 
them iu less than a week. But the men evinced 
a desire to look about in the other rooms, and 
she readily accommodated them. A few 
minutes later, as Mrs. Bendre passed 
from one of the yacant rooms inte the bali, the 
younger one ot her two callers threw his arm 
about her peck from behind, and choked her. 
She fell flat on her baek, and then her assail- 
ants tried to. smother her cries beneath a dirty 
cotton handkercmef. Thus shut off from giving 
the alarm, she began to kick the floor with all ber 
might, im the hope of alarming the residents on 
the floor below. The sider man, who had dose 
nothing up to this time, whipped out a piece of 
cord, and began tying her feet, but she strug- 
gied so violently, and he was so clumsy in dis 
work, that the other fellow stopped to swear at 
bim. Mrs. Bendre mapaged ence or twice to 
remove the hbandkerchiei from ber mouth, 
and gave vent to two or three good screams. 
Lastly she called for her mother, who was not 
however io the building, and at this her assail- 
ants scampered off down the back stairs, after 
tiret dealing her a powerful blow on the side of 
the head. The lady's only injuries consist of 
several bruises about the face, chest, and back, 
and a slight scalp wound just above the left 
temple, from which tlie blood flowed freely. 

Mrs. Beadre is unable to say what their inten- 
tions were, as they made no threats that were 
audible to her. She had own no money or 
jewelry, and, in fact, there was noth- 
ing on the premises worth stealing, save 
some clothing. The ruffian who es 
caped she describes as about 33 years 
of age, medium bight and build, dark com- 
plexion, black mustache and chin beard, and 
very dark and swarthy complexioned. He wore 
dark clothing and a gray overcoat. 

Henry Kline is not, of course, the prisoner’s 
real name. That be refused to give, as he has 
a family and other relatives in the city. He refers 


to John W. Conroy, a plasterer doing business 


at No. 185 Dearborn street, and living at No. 
667 Walnut street, and to a contractor named 
Kelley, located at the same place. He denies 
ever having been arrested before save upon 3 
petty eharge of ee as bailee, and says he 
cap account for every day of bis life in this city 
for the past seven years.

pressing for fertilizing, the final process of con- 
version into a fertilizing material being only 
carried on at the establishment in Thornton. 
By Sec. 2, Chap. 29, of the revised ordi- 
pances of the eity, it is provided that any person 
who sball carry on any slaughtering or lard- 
steaming establishment, etc., within the city 
limite, or four miles therefrom, without permis- 
sion of the Common Council, shall be deemed 
guilty of a nuisance, and punishable therefor.

To evidence the unfairness of the rule im- 
posed on it, the Company shows that the Chi- 
cago Rendering & Drying Company has carried 
on business in the Town of Lake without the 
use of any effective disinfectants, and its odors 
are a nuisance all over the city. 

It is alse claimed that a large portionof the 
smells and stencbes which greet the olfactory 
nerves of Chicagoans comes from the South 
Branch. where it receives the sewage from the 
Stock-Yarde and divers slaughtering-houses. 
Turuer's gut-house is particularly offensive, 
and the smelis therefrom specially noxious, 
but the defendants neglect to take anv steps 
to remedy the evil.

PRISON ABUSES. 


The Milwaukee Correction-House 
gation—Further Investigation. 
Apecial Dispatch to The Tribune 

Mriwavkesg, Nov. 25.—The thorough discom- 
fiture of Hasse, by Clareoce Perry in the House 
of Correction investigation yesterday afternoon 
is the leading topic of conversation in all circles 
to-day. The opinion is now universally ex- 
pressed that upon the reassembling of the 
Board of Supervisors next Tuesday Hasse will 
be promptiy deposed and a successor elected. 
The Supervisors’ Investigation Committee last

The callers apparently 
did not like the statement, and they told her she 
would not be wanted as a witness. 

This morning several witnesses were exam- 
ined, one of whom intimated that Hasse had 
made a practice of selling bardwood lumber to 
outside parties cheaper thaa it could be pur- 
chased at the regular vards. 

The Sheriff. wbo had been instracted to bring 
in from the House of Correc ion, for’examina- 
tion, several prisoners, reported that Hasse 
would not let them go without an order from 
the Judge.

Although those suppressed indictments in 
the match-bond cases were kept under lock and 
key again yesterday, the big secret as to just 
who the indicted were got out during the day, 
and there was more stir in the ‘ capitalists’”’ 
camp and more endeavor to bunt up bail.

Hale, who was at first thought to be too inti- 
mately connected with the business, was not 
remembered in the presentments, the Grand 
Jury failing to find anything against him. 

The indictment of the Elliotts was something 
of a surprise to all but the Government officers, 
who looked wise and smiled, but said nothing. 
The surprise experienced grew out of the well- 
known fact that, while ther had been in the 
match business at South Chicago, they bad re- 
tired, squared up with the Government, and 
that the latter had nothing against them, at 
least on that score.

Hooker evidently uaderst nds 
this, and is preparing forthe worst, while, if 
the reports are correct, certain alleged friends 
of his would weep anything but tears of sorrow 
if he should fail in bis hunt for good and suf- 
ficient bondsmen willing to assume $10,000 
worth of responsibility. Hooker has been 
identified with other enterprises, during his 
life, than the Board of Trade and the match- 
bood game. At some period and agother 
he became the revuted possessor of a silver 
mine out West. During the recently-started 
silver boom he put in bis best licks to get up 
acompany to develop it,—a company in which he 
succeeded in financially interesting his friend, 
the late District-Attorney, and a number of 
people connected with a certain newspaper in 
this city. But a man may owa—or aliege he 
owns—a silver mine, and be short on the mate- 
rial which best develops the latent resources of

to-wit: good, honest money to lubricate the 
financia! machinery. This is said to have been 
Hooker’s case toa dot. The best that could be 
done for him was to make him a 
Director, on condition that he pay up 
for his stock within a certain e. The 
developments in connection with the match- 
bond queerness have rather prejudiced the 
other fellows against the alleged owner of an 
alleged mine until it bas come to such a pass 
that they would giadly see him out of the 
Board. The time for paying his portion into 
the pool is nearly up. Should be succeed in 
getting bail, he can devote the remaining few 
days to attempts at raising the necessarr funds. 
Should he fail, and go to jail, bis efforts would 
be hampered. Such a result is shrewdly sus- 
pected by people who are tolerably well posted 
in the game to be not so very far from 
what Hooker’s fellow-Directors most giee- 
fully look forward to. The old man has 
apparently got au inkling of it himself, 
and is probably heading the thing off 
by his present frantic attempts to get bail, and 
so prevent his being “pinched,’’ sent over the 
river, and rendered useless so far as his ability 
to raise that money is concerned. His success 
or failure will therefore be watched with the 
keenest sort of interest. 

The Government has at last taken steps to 
see whether Mr. Charles H. Race, of Aurora 
and Chicago, is worth anything. This in- 
dividual, it may be remembered, went on Bax- 
ter’s bond, during the summer, when Baxter 
was bauled up on a criminal information in 
connection with the Aver match-bond case.

HOOLEY’S. 

Another proof of the absurd system of bring- 
ing forward a star in a different piece every 
night was furnished at Hooley’s last evening. 
lf a modern play is announced, we expect, and 
generally find, appropriate scenery and appoint- 
ments; but some of our managers have fallen 
into the mistaken idea that for a standard work 
anything in the way of setting ‘is good enough. 
They put each standard play up for 2 
night, sometimes two, shove into it scenery 
of the most slipshod character, and then, 
after only balf doing their work, they grumble 
about the decay of popular taste, and bemoan 
the downfall of “the legitimate.” We fancy 
that, were those managers to bestow half the 
attention upen the production of the old they 
bestow upon the new drama, their receipts 
would be much larger. Few theatres in the 
country can in even a tolerably acceptable man- 
ner furnish properties and scenery for six or 
seven standard plays in one week. Hooley’s is 
certainly not of the number that can, and the 
management would disolay more discretion in 
producing half that number, and giving more 
heed to the mounting than was gtven to Ham- 
let“ last nicht. We are not exaggerating when 
we say that there was scarcely a set of ecenes 
appropriate to the play, accuracy in the way of 
properties was scouted, and the supers looked 
about as ragged a lot as that gathered by Jack 
Fuse for the wars. But while the sett nu of 
the picture was so martistic, the company of Mr. 
Barrett gave a good performance as a whole. 
The star once more appeared as Hamlet. In 
the personation there is every indication of 
thought, and study, and care. Barrett appre- 
bends the meaning of Shakspeare’s words, and 
he comprehends the character of Hamlet. The 
play and all the details of the play are mastered 
by him, but in his eagerness to impress us with 
this fact bis acting and his elocution aopear ex- 
tremely unnatural. Here and there we find 
natural movements and colloquial es 
thrown in, but they only help to make the con- 
trast greater. His Ham’et has the princely 
bearing and the princely nature of 2 
theatrical style of speech and action. He 
nicely appreciates the satirical turn of 
Hamlet's mind and enters into his moody way- 
warduess, but to our thinking he misses the 
vein of tenderness which runs through it, clearly 
indicated in the great scene between Ham ¢ 
and Ophelia, where he should let the audience see, 
and Ophelia, too, that ne is merely acting the 
madman because he is aware that tne King and 
Polonius are acting the spy upon dim. His 
soliioquies are generally well delivered, al- 
though that upon death was last nicht uttered 
more like a set speech than as the 
moody moralizing of the philesophie Hamlet. 
But, while we cannot place this portrait in the 
gallery of Mr. Barrett’s best endeavors, we rec- 
ovnize his ability in certain scenes. In his inter- 
view with the Ghost he grasped the supernatural 
nature of the situation and played his part 
in it with much skill; in the scene with his 
mother his bearing is, to our thinking, in ac- 
cordance with the language of the poet; in bis 
first meeting with Horatio there was much feel- 
ing. Miss Ellen Cummens, while she scarcely 
realized the ideal Ophelia, gave a tender anda 
touching interpretation of the part. The wis- 
dom and loguacity of Po'onius were finely ren- 
dered by Mr. J. B. Curran; Mr. Eben Piympton 
as the Ghost, Mr. J. B. Grismer as 
Laertes, Mr. F. C. Mosely as Horatio, and Mr. E. 
A. Locke as the /irat Graved gger, call for no 
special comment. Each filled his part intel- 
ligently and well.

ARCHIE GORDON’S TRIX.“ 

To-morrow evening Maggie Mitchell will ap- 
pear in Trix at Baltimore for the first time, 
This play, it will be remembered, was the 
one Steele Mackaye, when he was last 
here, eulogized so highly. The following 
is the story of the piece which 
appears simole enough, as published in the 
Baltimore American: A roveterng party of 
young fox-hunters are making merrv after din- 
ner io an old Engtison manor, Among them are 
htoger Trefusis, the master of the house, and 
Sir Rando'ph Iroyne, a reckless young gentle- 
man of fortune. The butt of the evening is 
one Miles Henniker, who drowses, saturated (as 
usual) with brandy. Jroyne,in a spirit of mis- 
chief, blackens his face with a burut cork. ‘The 
old bore wakes, discovers the trick, and at once 
proceeds to a violent altercation with his perse- 
cutor. All at once a child’s quavering voice 
breaks in upon the riot, and the tender, simple 
strains of ** Robin Adair”’ float upon the instant 
hush. Henniker is hideously affected by the 
touching melody. It conjures up before him 
a bleeding phantom; and, with a shriek 
of horror, he rushes from the room. The 
rest, recovering from their surprise, call the 
little singer up out of the bleak vight. She is 
Triz—a pale, forlorn, sharp-witted child, the 
darling and pet of Tom Paley, the broken-down, 
half-crazy, exquisitely tender old actor, whom 
everybody has forgotten. fhe crew of fox- 
huoters, rough and drunken, tease the girl and 
intoxicate her, and rifle her guardian. Her 
woman’s wit quickly realizes her plight, and 
when their attentions become intolerable she 
implores ber uncle to gowith ber. Trefusis 
prevents her. She appeals in a burst of girlish 
eloquence to Jroyne, and he liberates her and 
permits her flight. Thus does 7rz first enter 
and first leave the home of her forefathers,—: he 
cradle of ber race. of which Henn Ker 
and Trefusis have robbed her. Thence 
to the end of the play Te ascends with 
help from this one and hindrance from that 
through vicissitudes the most picturesque, and 
through scenes of murder and of tragedy, to the 
full enjoyment of her restored estate. The 
child-bearted old actor, Tom Paley, bas his foil 
in the weather-beaten, fantom-ridden, liquor- 
teeming Miles Henniker. To Roger Trefusis, 
the younger scoundrel, is opposed Sir Rando/ph 
Troyne, indolent, blase, and, in spite of it all, 
genuine. The melodramatic interest of the 
play is very strong, especially the scene in 
which Henniker reveals to Trefus's the secret of 
bis origin,—the shameful mutual tie which 
binds them. And there is one scene between 
the madman, in his subtle frenzy, and the young 
girl, who outwits him with her woman’s cun- 
ning, that more than thrills. 


DID SULLIVAN WRITE PINAFORE? 
Dramatic News 

Among the party who crossed in the same 
ship with Sullivan and Gilbert to this country 
was Mr. Alfred Cellier, a well-known composer 
and musician in London, who, for some years, 
has been a sort of satellite of Sullivan’s. He is 
a wayward, Bohemian sort of nature, full of in- 
vention and talent. But bis pockets are as bad- 
ly lined as his head is well furnished. Mr. Suili- 
van gives him his pocket money, and, in return, 
it is said, exacts from Mr. Cellier payment in 
kind. Mr. Cellier, indeed, is credited with writ- 
ing a great deal of which Mr.: Sulltvan receives 
the pay. In London the rumor is current that 
Mr. Cellier wrote the greater part of “ Pina- 
fore’’—some say all, but that is probably an ex- 
aggeration, because, at least, one sonz—that of 
Josephine, in the second act, and, singularly 
enough, it is the poorest in the whole score—is 
known to be Sullivan’s owm composition. The 
statement that Cellier wrote so much of “ Pina- 
tore“ is somewhat borne ous by the fact that 
this little work issofar ahead of any of the 
other comic operas which Sullivan wrote.— The 
Sorcerer” and the “Zoo,” for instance. 
Both these works are poor in invention 
and melody, and will not fora moment compare 
with the * Pinafore.” A gentleman who knows 
Mr. Alfred Cellier intimately claimed the other 
day to a Dramatic News writer, that be knew 
Cellier had a large handin the composition of 
**Pinafore.”” He said he could name certain 
portions of the opera which Cellier wrote. He 
says that nearly all the choruses are his, as, for 
instance, the one that opens the opera, and the 
„Bright Blue Sea,“ and Farewell. My Own.” 
in these,“ said the gentieman in question, 
„Mr. Sullivan made some alterations, cutting a 
good deal that Ceilier wrote. Cellier wrote a 
song called ‘ Fair Moon,’ but Sullivan did not 
like it, and wrote the present one himself. The 
‘Englishman’ and chorus was composed in con- 
junction by Sullivan and Cellier, but the pe- 
cullar accompaniment was Ceilter' s. Maur 
other points of this kind were mentioned, 
which, if true (and the rumor has been too gen- 
eral not to have some truth in it), go to show 
that Mr. Cellier deserves some recognition as 
part composer of the brigutest of Knglish op- 
eras. Mr. Cellier is also stated to be helping 
Suilivan out on the new opera he has been 
writing for so long, and this is why Sullivan had 
to bring him to this country.

The most of them have 
been drawn in payment of bilis for supplies 
used prior to the Ist inst., and it is given out 
that such as are not cailed for in a reasonable 
time will be deposited to the credit of the sev- 
eral funds against which they have been drawn. 


Tue Counci at its last meeting adopted a 
resolution calling upon the City Attorney. to 
“take William Meyer, the late North Side 
Police-Court Clerk, before the Grand Jury and 
have him examined on the charge of embezzle- 
ment.” Mr. Grinnell says that, while the case 
ought to be looked into by the Grand Jury, Mr. 
Meyer might object to bis laying hands upon 
him and taking him before that body in person, 
and, since he is otherwise engaged at this time, 
the probabilities are that he will not do any- 
thing in the matter until further orders.

The County At- 
torney, who had been requested to give a legal 
opinion on the subject, delivered himself 
verbally to the effect that under Judge Moore’s 
decisions last year the Board had no power to 
change the salaries of the Clerks in the Superior, 
Circuit, or County Clerk’s offices, and by 
implication in e Sheriff’s office also.

BLUHM TO BE INDICTED. 

‘When State’s-Attorney Milis read yesterday 
morning the account of the brutal assault made 
uoon Mr. Julius Rosenthal in bis office Satar- 
day by the ruffian Bluhm, he at once recognized 
the fact that it was no case where the injured 
citizen should himself be forced to seek redress 
and to conduct a prosecution, but that it was 
one where the State, which had been outraged, 
should intervene and press the prosecution. 
The matter was, therefore, brought straightway 
before the Grand Jury; that body heard wit- 
nesses, and it is believed that it will return au 
indictment within a day or two. Judging from 
the deliberate and premeditated way in 
which the assauit was made, without 
any excuse of impulse or of passion, 
for the man loafed around the premises 
until all save Mr. Rosenthal had 
gone, it is probable that the indictment will be 
one for an offense which will send Bluhm to the 
Penitentiary in case of conviction; and, since 
Mr. Mills will press it as energetically in the 
Criminai Court as he has in the Grand Jury 
room, there need de no doubt of a conviction. 
It is understood that the woman with whom 
Biubm was living while they were keeping the 
house of ill-fame on the South Side is not his 
wife, although she claims to be such, and was 
koown as such in the neighborhood where they 
lived. it is said that his real wife is at preseot 
in the Insane Asylum, and is consequently not 
responsible for any of her wretched husband’s 
misdeeds.

HOW TO COOK THE ABOVE 

Soup—Take three nice fat chickens, three car- 
rots, two leeks, one onios, Jarded, with three 
cloves, some salt, but po pepper; put the whole 
in two gallons of water, and when it commences 
boiling add two pounds of rice, and atir so as to 
prevent the rice from sticking to the pan. Let 
boil slowly for four hours; then take the bones 
off the chicken and strain the whole through a 
colander. Then take the yelks of six eggs, mix 
well with one quart of cream, that add the same 
to the soup just before serving. Haye some 
crusts, the size of a die, fried in butter; put the 
same io a tureen, pour the soup on the top, 
and put on the table. . 

Fish—Take two bass. Cut them on both 
sides diagonally, but uot through the bone, 
so that the cuts are an inch apart. Season with 
pepper, sait, melted butter, balf an onion, and 
the same volume of parsley chopped together 
very fine. Put the butter on a baking-pan, the 
bass on the butter, onion and parsley on the 
top, with the juice of alemon. Put in the oven 
till it is cooked, taking care to baste with some 
of the juice on the fish from time to time. Then 
when about ready mix some butter with a little 
fiuely-chopped parsley and lemon juice. Set 
the whole on the fire just long enough to make 
it soft. (not quite melted). Put, then, the fish 
on a dish, with half alemon at each end. and 
pour the sauce on the flash. ‘The dish must be 
quite warm, and the fish must be served hot 
and eaten so. 

Sweetbread brazed with green peas—Take 
three pounds of calf sweetbread and let it soak 
in water for about six hours. Wash very well. 
Put u cold water with a small handful of salt. 
Let it boil for ten to fifteen minutes, then put 
again in cold water to cool. Turn nicely and 
lard with six to twelve pieces of pork, accord- 
ing to the size of the sweetbread; then put on 
the fire again on a baking-pana, at the bottom of 
which you have put some very thin slices of 
pork and very thin slices of carrots and onioas, 
so that the sweetbread does not touch the pan; 
put also under the sweetbread a dry leaf of 
laurel. Salt nicely, puta little melted butter 
on the top of the sweetbread;#o as to color the 
same, and setin the oven, which must not be 
too hot. When nicely cooked and colored put 
on avery warm dish, and serve the peas at the 
same time, but in another dish. 

Turkey stuffed with chestnuts—Remove the 
gall, taking care not to leave a varticie of the 
same in the turkey. Then take the liver, chop 
it well, with an onion, parsiey,tw> pounds of 
sausage-meat, and when well mixed put ona 
frying-pao, with one-quarter pound of butter, 
and leave on the fire for about fifteen minutes. 
Soaktwo pounds of bread with one quart of 
cream and six eggs well beaten together. Take 
two pounds of chestnuts well roasted, peel 
them nicely, put them ina pint of white wine, 
and let boil for about half an hour in a well- 
covered pan. Then put all in a clean bowl, mix 
well with salt, pepper, and a little cinnamon. 
Stuff the turkey with the same, rub it nicely 
with butter. put in a ban a slice of pork about 
six inches square, put the turkey on the top, 
salt it and put ip the oven, which must not be 
too hot. Let it remain there, according to size, 
until done. . 

For a goose, do just the same, but add a little 
sage and a little thyme to the stuffing. 

Omelet—Beat twelve eggs with a soup-spoon- 
fui of powdered sugar. ‘Then put in a frying or 
omelet pan a piece of butter about half the size 
of an egg, and hold over the fire till the same is 
warm and well melted. Pour in the butter, and 
when baif solid roll it and put on dish of oval 
shape. Cover the omelet with some powdered 
sugar, burning the same 12 with a red- 
bot poker, so as to make stripes half an inch 
distant from each otoer. Pour half a pint of 
rum on the omelet, set fire to the rum when 
putting the dish on the tabie, and sprinkie the 
omelet with the burning rum with a spoon for a 
little while.

THE ORDER ISSUED.

than that hour. 

Each and every member of the police force is 
also hereby directed to see to it that the ordiuance 
requiring saloons to de closed at 12 o'clock p. m.

forthwith. It is stated that many saloon-keepers 
close their front doors at 12 o’ciock p. m., and 
admit the public at reac doors after that hour. 
This is not complying with the language, mean- 
ing, or intent of the ordinance, and will not here- 
after be allowed. 

Each and every patrolman will be accountable 
for all violations that may occur on his part, and 
commanding officers will be held responsible for 
the enforcement of this order in their respective 
districts. They will also report and promptly 
recommend the revocation of any saloon-license 
where the ordinance and the provisions of this 
order are not complied with. .

DECORATIVE ART. 
THE ANNUAL MBETING 
of the Decorative Art Society was heid yester- 
day morning in the club-room of the Palmer 
House. There were about sixty ledies present, 
Mrs. J. Y. Scammon in the chair. 

The annual report of the Treasurer shows 
that during the year the actual receipts of, the 
Society, outside of contributors’ funds, were 
$3,808, of which $775 was from memberships, 
$180 from commissions, $164 from sales of the 
Society goods, $133 from Mr. Elliott’s lectures, 
$230 from donations, $488 from the embroidery 
classes, 81,800 from loan 22 and 
$23 received from rent of windows 
for the Grant reception. The expenses 
were $4,124. showing a deficit for the 
year of $320, but, with the balance on hand at 
the beginning of the year, the present balance 
in the treasury is $843. The roll of the Society 
now shows 169 members. 

Miss Mary Park, the Secretary, then read an 
annual report, which adverted to the successful 
course of lectures carried on under the auspices 
of the Society during the past year, and which 
further stated that the removal of the rooms of 
the Society had the effect of increasing the Oc- 
tober sales beyond those of any previous month. 
During the past year articles have been received 
for sale from 490 contributors, of whom 300 are 
classed as regular. The Society charge only 10 
per cent for the sales, thus enabiing a large 
number of women to dispose of artistic work 
without being subjected to the exorbitant profits 
of the retailer. ‘lhe average monthly sales have 
been $180. In addition to this, the Society bas 
given instruction in both embroidery and 
needlework. The report closes by congratu- 
lating the Society on awakeningin the city a 
healthy desire for the artistic decoration ot the 
home. 

The report of the Embroidery Department 
was presented by Mrs. W. E. Strong. During 
the half year ending June 28 there were 116 
pupils in the paving classes. With six regular 
assistauts during the time embraced in the re- 
port 175 orders for embroidery were executed, 
the receipts being $1,119, the expenses $874, 
showing a balance to the credit of the Depart- 
ment of $244. During the past vine weeks the 
receipts have been $135; the number of orders. 
175; pupils, 35. For the same period the profit 
was $14. 

Mrs. Stickney then read the report of the 
Library Committee, which showed au encourag- 
ing increase in the dovations. 

Mrs. G. H. Higginson read a paper giving 
some valuable hints for the working of the So- 
ciety, after which the anuual election of officers 
was proceeded witb.

The Olta-Queechee River—A Town that Has 
Sent Forth Many Sous Who Have Achieved 
Eminence—A Tribute to Mrs. Norman 
Williams, Sr. 

Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

WoopstTock, Vt., Nov. 9.—If there was a lit- 
tle indian perched somewhere hereabouts in 
the branches of my ancestral tree, he would un- 
doubtealy explain to you the meaning of the 
word Olta-Queechee.“ We may guess, how- 
ever, that, being translated from the original, 
it means laughing, crying, clear, or sweet water. 
Any one of these pretty titles would fit, I assure 
you; foragentler, sweeter, and clearer river 
than the Olta-Queechee,—one more fraught 
with murmurs resembling laughter, sighs, and 
weeping,—as the wiod bloweth,—never wound 
its way over bill and dale, through mountain- 
gorge or meadow-land. The Vermont cotopy 
of Chicago will readily back my stateng§at 
that the little Village of Woodstock, located 
close against the hills on either shore of the 
Queechee, isa rare gem ma most noble and 
lovely setting. The place numbers some 2,000 
souls, increasing in a rapid and bealtny ratio. 

The tall, grim-looking mountains surround- 
ing us, thougn proverbially green, partake 
little of that color now. A few days siuce one 
of ** the oldest inhabitants ” hereabouts—Father 
Winter—stepped in rather unceremoniously, 
and pre-empted the region for miles and miles 
around. It was probably in anticipation of the 
joys of a Vermont Thanksgiving. Snow covers 
like a white capping mountain, hill, and dale. 
The long. branches of the tall pines, that seem 
to stand sidewise on the mountain-side, are 
frosted heavily to the earth, and every leaf and 
tuft of e smaller trees bears its share 
of ornamentation. Huge rocks and stones are 
smootbly rounded over, and roofs, chimneys, 
and halls are all alike doubled in white. It is a 
noble scene, particularly fair and graceful, like 
a light veil of purity covering the wilderness of 
bare, brown-looking stumps, stones, and un- 
sightly ground; like the blessed cloak of Char- 
ity covering that which is rough, unsightly, and 
ublovely. 

Little Woodstock has the usual life and en- 
tertainment of a small New England town, and 
far more culture and refinement than are com- 
mon. A picturesque narrow-gauge railway con- 
nects by two daily trains with tne main railway- 
arteries of the State, some fourteen miles dis- 
tant. And yet Woodstock is vastiv unlike 
most Other towns of its size. It seems 
much like a beautiful and accomplished woman 
who, skilled in all its ways, bas yet kept herself 
**unspotted from the world.“ There must be 
something in the atmosphere of this section 
conducive to the raising of grand men and noble 
women. Woodstock—not because it is a 
county-seat, but because it is Woodstock—has 
sent forth more substantial public men than 
almost any other New-Eogiand village. It was 
here that Powers, the sculptor, puttered in 
clay, making imares that would have startled 
the gravity of Robinson Crusoe himself. Nu- 
merous Judges, prominent professional men, 
ministers, and merchants have lisped their first 
words of wonder in trying to catch 
here a glimose of tbe sky beyond 
the mountain-tops. Two Governors (Wasbburu 
and Converse) began an early canvass here on 
the village- green, firing squids, and yelling for 
the Fourth of July between mouthsfal of mo- 
lasses-candy and gingerbread, until their elec- 
tion. And now it is whispered prophetically 
that a third—the dark horse of the coming 
campaign—ig also a resident of this, bis birth- 
place. He fi already saddied and bridled, and, 
if he is entered in the contest, will make a brill- 
lant and undoubtedly successful contest. The 
gentleman of whum I speak has plenty of money 
in hisown pocket, and is, therefore, without 
temptation to put his band ip the public ex- 
chequer. He lives in a lovely but unostenta- 
tious country-home, perched high on the hills, 
and is well and favorably koown as Frederick 
Billings, President of the great Northern Pacific 
Railroad, which, ander bis judicious manvage- 
ment, has to-day become a grand fixed fact,—al- 
most as important to our weil-being as the sun. 

By the way, de Rev. Mr. Knigns, of Salem, 
Ore., delivered a most pleasing and interesting 
lecture at the Town Hail, a few nights since, on 
that wonder land of the Sierras, Oregoo. He 
argues in favor of all the raiiroad-pelts that 
can be constructed across the Cootinent, and 
depicts in glowing terms the wonderful re- 
sources of that country. According to Mr. 
Knight, the Indian question can be best and 
most effectually settled by pushing these rail- 
road-belts across the Continent without delay.

Their extensive acquaintance with public men 
gave them the advantages of the best classes 
of seciety. Their house was amost elegant 
and attractive centre, and its crown-seiting was 
the accomplished and courtly wife and mother 
who presided. Distinguished for her dignity 
and grace, what wonder, with such genia! bos- 
pitality, that they should be surrounded by 
friends and admirers! Possessing a wide range 
of literary and historic knowledge. keen wit, 
rare conversational powers, a frank, winning, 
and cordial manner, their beautiful domestic 
life, though not unacquainted with sorrow, was 
closely cemented by ties of the most lovely Uhris- 
tian graces. With full heart and generous band, 
she was ever foremost in good works. The es- 

church-society to which sne belonged 
ever felt the inspiration of her presence, while 
her general ‘benevolence and catholie spirit 
made her beloved by all. The respect and rev- 
erence shown her by higa and low on this last 
mournful occasion is her best eulogy. Tributes 
of lovely flowers flow in from all sides, and both 
ol@find young alike mourn her great loss. To 
her kindred and friends is her memory indeed 
precious; while the people with whom she 
dwelt—literally ber people“ —rise up and 
call ber blessed. Such universal expressions of 
esteem from all sides are rare; but then, said 
one cf her old-time friends, ‘‘Such women are 
rare also.“ Many daughters have done virtu- 
ously, but thou excellest them all. 

Mrs. Williams was the mother of several chil- 
dren, five of whom are yet living. There are 
foursons, men of character and calibre re- 
sponsive to their eariy trainng: the eldest, 
Henry Brown Williams, who resides at San 
Francisco; Col. Charlies Storrow Williams, who 
isin Tennessee, and is prominent in railway 
circles; Edward Higginson Williams, of Phila- 
del phia, who is promioent!y conuected with the 
Baltimore Locomotive Works, and is now 
abroad; and Norman Williams, of your city; 
the daughter is Mrs. Campbell, of Peoria, III. 

The old homesteai here is, I believe, to re- 
main unmolested, and will be occupied as a 
summer residence by members of the family. 
And certainly no iovelier spot can be tound in 
which to while away the long summer hours 
than this, surrounded by the green spires of 
the everlasting hills.

lde two men as they banged by their necks 
| im the darkvess, lighted only by the glare of a 
| lantero, presented an awe-inspiring sight. hey 
| had been gagged and bound by taick ropes by 
| some one nat a novice in the business, for the 
_hoots were fine specimens of the hangman’s 
| knot, and could not bave been made more per- 
fectiy. The men bad hardly ceased to breathe a 
half hour before the news spread like wildfire 
that the two potorious characters—lot-jumpers 
and hold-aps—had met with a fate as just as it 
was horrible. Of course curiosity was excited, 
and before long Harrison avenue presented a 
scene of commotion and excitement that is 
rarely witoessed in any city at 3 o’ciock 
in the morsing. They flocked up to 
ithe county iail and were crowd- 
ing in on the Deputies, waen it was found nec- 
essary for the latter ‘to pull their guns and 
threaten to fire if a single man advanced au- 
other step. This was sufficient to make the 
crowi bold back, and as soon as it was ascer- 
| lained that there was no one in it whe intended 
| to harm the officials they were permitted to ad- 
| yanee, look on the appalling spectacle, and read 
the warning. There was dut little said, for it 
struck terror to the sou! of every mau present, 
| and although none denied that the reward of 
me victims was merited, they hardly dared to 
express even it. 
| When the Deputies had sufficiently recovered

FRODSHAM’S HISTORY. 

The man Ed Frodsham is a man who has for 
some time been notorious in this city in con- 
nection with lot-jumping operations. He re- 
spected no title, whether obtained th a 
squatter or through a patent, but watched the 
rise of building lots with ap eve to bis peculiar 
business, and jumped such as suited him with- 
out regard to me rights or feelings of any one 
interested. Associated with a gang as des- 
perate as himself, to which Marshal Kelly and 
others of the city officials were charged with 
belonging, for a long time he escayed punish- 
ment. Well supplied with movev, be was al- 
ways ready to give bail when arresied fora 
breach of the law, and finally people began to 
ask themselves bow long this ** was 
to de permitted to go unpunished» This feeling 
was the beginning of the end. The eyes of a 
sterner power than the law were directed to his 
misdeeds, and several times within the past few 
weeks Frodsham was nearer death than he had 
ever been before, desperado as he was. 

The case ov Capito! Hill, fully noted in these 
columns a week ago, brought matters to a cul- 
minating point, and when it was tollowed so 
quickiy by the killing of Clifford and the 
wounding of Stewart those inside knew that his 
days were numbered, unless he took the alarm 
and leit the city. He had ampie time to 10 
thie, bowever, and might have made bits escape, 
but with characteristic bravado be declined to 
listen to any warving, and remained. He was 
well armed and bore the reputation of being a 
desperate man and auick shot, and the remark 
bas frequentiy bean made in the past few days 
that if any attempt was made to take bim more 
than one man would die before him. Aithough 
it is not definitly known, it is hardly capable of 
doubt mat be was ove of the party that at- 
tacked the cabin on Capitol Hill, in which were 
sieeping two men, only holding property to 
which the records sbow they bad au undoubted 
title. This was the straw that decided bis fate, 
and from that day to bis death be did not make 
areove that was not closely watched. 

But little is known of Frodsnam's antece- 
dents. He came here about a vear ago, and, 
as stated, almost immediately became notorious. 
Latterly the detectives were at some trouble in 
learning something of bus past life. The most 
that could be learned was that he was suspected 
of having been guilty of murder in Laramie, W. 
T., Cottonwood, Utah, and in the Black Hills. 
Last vight he was arrested and lodged in jail on 
a criminal complaint, and, as he Was in the habit 
of immediately giving bail when arrested, he 
was not placed in the cage, and thus fell an easy 
victim to the power which bad marked him for 
his misdeeds. 

PATRICK STEWART. 

Very little is known about this young man, 
except that be was here last July and was 
locked up for being drank and disorderly. He 
bas, bowever, traveled under a number of 
aliases, a fact which is sufficient of itself to 
stamp him as a member of the dangerous 
ciasses. He was only about 20 years of age. 
Since de has been in jail he bas been told 
that be was likely to be hanged, to which 
he made the reply: I don’t care a G—— d—— 
whether 1am hung or not. As he was taken 
out of the jail this morning he made the re- 
mark: 1 die an mnocent man,’’—his last 
words on earth. 8 

The hanging of these two men is but the Jegit- 
imate result of the lawlesness and cfime that 
have run rampant in Leadville for several 
months past. The law seems to have been pow- 
erless to reach these men, who committed their 
desperate deedsin the dark, and defied detec- 
tion. The lot-jumping fraternity have hitherto 
escaped through iegai technicalities. and by the 
liberal use of money, but the people who bave 
been outraged could not be put off by such 
means. Lynching is the last desperate remedy 
of an outraged community, and the warning 
ven last night must be heeded. for unless the 
crimes that have led to this terrible result are 
stopned, and that immediately, there are other 
beams that will bear similar ghastly trophies, 
and in a very few days. The Strav-Horse Road 
should be one of the next rocalities to receive 
the attention of the vigilantes.

Butter can 
be extracted from the milk of the cow, the 
buffaio, the goat, the ewe, the mare, the acs, 
the camel, and even from thatof the female 
hippopotamus, dog, and bedgebog; but these 
last three bave not as yet succeeded in estab- 
lishiag their pourishmect as an article of com- 
. Apvalysis has diecovered in French 
„Butter.“ as in English, various minerals. such 
ss clay, gypsum, chajk, sulphate of barytes, 
and not unirequentiy carbonate, acctate, and 
chromate of iead, which sere simole poisons. 
More harmless components are flour. starch, 
boiled pulp and fecula of potatoes, cheese, suet, 
bog’s ard, goose-grease. Artificial 
greases, known as  oleomargarin 
margarine simple, are 
The proper coloring is given by foreign sub- 
stances, such as roucou, carcums, gaffron, chro- 
mate of lead aforesaid. and yellow Victoria. 
The fact of the matter appears to be that there 
are not cows enough m England and France to 
supply the enormously mcreased demand for 
butter in late years, and Western vations bsve 
not vet learned to prefer 
honest butter, like the Russians.

Downs Grove, III., Nov. 24.—Readers of 
Tue Tammo will recollect that in February 
last a meeting was beld in St. Louis of persons 
interested and experienced in the growth and 
manufacture of sorghum to compare notes and 
experiences, and ascertain, if possible, how the 
obstacles in the way of sugar-production from 
this source could be ascertained and overcome. 
This meeting resulted in the formation of an 
organization called che Mississippi Valley

CuicaGo, Nov. 34.—I may be constitu tionally 
a kicker“: I sometimes tuin I am. When ! 
fee] that way I take down my histories, and, ex- 
amining their pages, find that every step in the 
advancement of the buman race has been im- 
pelled by“ kickers.” That affords me some 
satissattion, and I goto howling again. This 
time I want to call attention to the condition of 
our streets. During the Grant reception we had 
newspaper correspondeats from all over the 
United States with us. Each of them tele- 
graphed home, as one of the most important 
items of news, that Chicago was the nastiest Fity 
in the couutry. They chuckled when they wrote 
it; the editors chuckied when they published it: 
and most ef the readers chuckled and 
tickled themselves when ther read it; 
and, as 85 financial problem, how 
do you think it affected Chicago! Considering 
it in all its bearings,—the merchant it micht in- 


‘fluence to go elsewbere to trade, the peopie 


whom it might deter from settling in our nasty 
midst, the meetings of different bodies which 
perhaps it might influence away from us, and 
ali ite other means of harm.—I cannot but 
think that the City of Chicago lost mover 
euough through that one source to pay for 
cleaning the streets for at least one year. 

Again, it is inofernaliy unpleasant to those 
who live bere, many of whom haven't quite be- 
come bardened to it. WhenI got to my office. 
this morning, 1 found my nose, mouth, eyes, 
and ears full of—well. it was the lighter ma- 
terial of the dust and dirt of these streets. I 
guess 1 need not say any more. It not only 
filled those organs, but it went up my sleeves, 
down inside mv collar, in the front of my coat; 
settled allover me; and, in fact, at this mo- 
ment, although I have tried persistently to 
shake it off, I feel that it permeates my whole 
person; and it will only be afterdars of persist- 
ent brushing and bathing that 1 sball get over 
the sensation. 

i consider it as moch our duty, and as im por- 
tant a duty, to keep the streets clean as it is to 
keep our houses and offices clean. I can see no 
difference. It I had a bousekeeper that left the 
accumulated dirt of days around the fi I 
should get another. It I am cursed by . 
whose bringing- up influgmces them to let the 
city remain im the condition it is now in, I am 
an unfortunate man, and I pine fora 
Charta and a Bill of ts. Let me register 
an oath that I will pot support any 
map for a municipal office who is not in favor 
of having our streets kept clean. Let us 
‘“*brace ub. It costs something to make good 
roads. Let us not spend so much money mak- 
ing them and allow their usefulness to be de- 
stroved by a false and sickly economy in taking 
care of them. 1 think lsaw some notice to the 
effect that Mr. Waller bad saved some money 
on street-cleaning. I beg of im to spend ail 
his appropriation and as much more as be can 
get, and let the next approoriation be five times 
as much as beretofore. I pay taxes, and my 
share—perhaps more. I bave kicked because I 
paid so much. Just like me. I will find no 
fault atthe expenditure of money in this way. 
i think no intelligent man will. It will ad- 
vance our city in the eyes of the country. It will 
give us a better name as a citr. it will 
bring visitors ard their money, and, as 
cleanliness is next to godliness, it will be right. 
which no man need fear. More than that, it will 
furnish empioyment for deserving poor men;

DICKENS’ WIDOW DEAD 


She Dies in London After a Protractea fil. 


ness—A Brief Sketch of Her Unfortupate 

Married Life—Interesting Extracts from 

the Novelist’s Letters. 

Boston Herald. 

A London dispatch announces the death of 
Mrs. Charles Dickens, widow of the celebrated 
novelist, which occurred on Saturday, after an 
mess of about a year and a half. Catherine 
Dickens was the eldest daughter ot George 
Hogarth, an English newspaper writer, and was 
married to Dickens in the 2d of April, 1836. 
Dickens was at that time a paragraphist on the 
Morning Chronicle, a Londoa paper, and added 
to bis salary of five guineas a week the sum of 
two guineas by writing magazine sketches. 
Just prior to his marriage he had sold the co;y- 
right ef the first series of Sketches by Boz”’ 
for £150, and two days before the wedding, the 
first shilling number of the Picewick Papers 
was issued. The honeymoon was passed 
in the quiet little Village of Chalk, on the road 
between Gravesend and Rochester. During the 
summer of the ensuing year Mrs. Dickens ac- 
companied ber husband on a picasure trip to 
Ghent, Brussels, and Autwerp, and the early 
years of her married life were spent happily 
with her husband. In June, 1841, thé couple 
located at the Royal Hotel in Edinburg, and in 
the following mouth Mrs. Dickens accompanied 
her husband on a tour in the Highlands, and 
passed through many adventures. 

Early in January, 1841, the young couple left 
their children in care of a faithful nurse and 
sailed for America, and visited Boston, Wash- 
ington, New York, Philadelphia, and Balti- 
more. Daring the latter portion of their tour 
Mrs. Dickens was troubled considerably with a 
badly-swollen face, which, it is said, did not 
materially improve ber temper, though Dickens 
speaks of her as a woman of pluck and forti- 
tude. Mrs. Dickens was the object of marked 
attention wherever they went., Writing from 
Sandusky, O., April 24, 1842, Mr. Dickens says 
of his wife, as a traveling companion: “I say 
nothing of Kate’s troubies, but you recollect 
her propensity! She falls into or out of 
every coach’or boat we enter; scrapes the skin 
off ber legs; brings great sores and swellings 
on her feet; chips large fragments out of her 
ankle-bones, and makes herself blue with 
bruises. Shereally has, however, since we got 
over the first trial of Deing among circumstances 
so bew and so fatiguing, made a most admirable 
traveler in every respect. She has never 
screamed or expressed alarm under circam- 
stances that would have tuliy justified her in 
doing 80, even in my ¢yes; has never given way 
to despondency or fatigue, though we bave now 
been traveling imcessentiy through a very rough 
couotry for more than a month, and have been 
at times,as you may readily Suppose, most 
thoroughly tired; bas always accommodated 
herself welland cbeerfuliy te everything, and 
has pleased me very much, and proved herself 
perfectly game.“ e 

On the 7th of June of the same year, both 
Mr. and Mrs. Dickens participated in private 
theatricals at the Queen’s Theatre, Montreal, 
Mrs. Dickens persopating Amy Temp eon in 
„Deaf As a Post.” Writing of his wife's suc- 
cess, Dickens saya: “But only think of Kate 
playing, and playing devilish well, I assure 
vou. 

But little is known of the domestic life of Mrs. 
Dickens, or the exact condition of affairs which 
led to a separation from her busband. In a let- 
ter written in 1857, Dickens exclaims: Ihe 
oid days—the old days! Shall 1 ever, I wonder, 
get the frame of mind back as it used to be 
then! Something of it, perhaps, but never 
quite as it used to be. I find that the skeleton 
in my domestic closet is becoming a prett big 
one. A few months later he writes: Poor 
Caiberine and 1 are not made for other, 
and there is no beio for it. It is not only that 
she makes me uneasy and unhappy, but that I 
make her so, too—and much more so. She is 
exactly what you know in the way of being 
amiable and complying; but we are strangely 


} 4dil-esseurted for the bond there is between us. 


God knows she would have been a thousand 
times happier it she bad married ano her kind 
of man, and that ber avoidance of this destiny 
would have been, a? least, equa!ly good for us 
both. Lam often cut to the heart by thinking 
what a pity it is, ior ber ora ce. that I ever 
fell in ber way, and, FH l were sick or disabled 
to-morrow, I know bow sorry she would be, 
and how deepiy grieved myself to think bow 
we had lost each other. But exactly the same 
iscompatibility would arise the moment! was 
well again, and pothing on earth could make 
her understand me, or suit us to each other. 
Her temperament will not go with mine. It 
mattered not so much when we bad only our- 
selves to consider, but reasons have beeu grow- 
ing since which make it all but bopeless that we 
should even trv to struggie on. ‘hat is now 
befalling me I have seen steadily coming ever 
since the days, you remember, when Mary was 
born, and I know too well that you cannot, and 
no one can, help me. Why I have even written 
I bard)y know, but it isa miserabie sort of com- 
fort that you saouid be clearly aware how mat- 
ters stand. I agree with you as to the 
very possible incidents, even not less bearable 
than mine, that might, and mast often, occur 
to the married condition when it is-entered into 
very voung. I am always deeply sensible of the 
wonderful exercise of life I have, and its highest 
sensations, and Dave said to myself for years, 
and have honestly and truly ielt: This is the 
drawback to tuch a career, and is 
pot to be complained of.’ I say it, 
and feel it pow as strongly as erer 1 
dia. But the years have not made it 
easier to bear for either of us; and, for her sake 
as well as mine, the wish will force itself upon 
me that sometbing might be done. I know too 
well it is impossible. Nor are you to 
suppose that I disguise from myself what might

After subsequent months of sorrowful misun- 
derstandings in ber home, Mrs. Dickens, in 1855, 
separated from her busband, and thereafter 
lived avart from him, ibe eldest going with his 
mother, and the other children with the father. 
No strictures were placed upon intercourse at 
will between the children and their mother. By 
the provisions of a settlement made at the time 
of tae separation an adeouate allowance was 
made for Mrs. Dickens’ support in a mander 
becoming her station in society. She has since 
lived in comparative retirement, and the tidings 
of her death awakens auen the interest univer- 
sally felt in the unhappy married life of the 
great bovelist, concerning the responsibility for 
which there has been, and always will be, a 
wide difference of opinion.

Ot the 
1,885,000 bales received to date, 1,050,392 has 
been exported, leaving a balance of 834,608 
bales for home consumption and stock; while 
of the 1,545,609 received last year, 732,368 was 
exported, leaving 813,241 bales for home use 
and stock. The present stock at Liverpool and 
afloat for that port agategates 618,000 bales, 
against 488,000 baies on Oct. 31, showing an in- 
crease of 110,000 bales within three weeks. The

TOWING ON THE ERIE CANAL. 

Steam-power for towing has at last been applied 
on the Erie Canal in a satisfactory and substantial 
manner. A steam-tug which left Buffalo last 
Monday morning made the ninety-six miles to 
Rochester, with five boats bearing 1. 200 tons of 
grain in tow, in thirty-nine hours, at least twenty- 
four bourse quicker than has been possible by 
animal power. This is the greatest distance that 
has been covered by the new system, but ite suc- 
cess is assured beyond question. Another 
season is likely to witness the substitu- 
| tion of steam for horse-power throughout 
| the entire length of the canal, 345 miles. 
The method of applying the steam-power for tow- 
ing, which bas proved to be perfectly adapted to 
the requirements of the case, is the well-known 
and simple Beigian cable system, long in use on 
the Continent of Europe. Its feature is a wire 
rope, seven-eighths of an inch in diameter, ex- 
| tending along the bottom of the canal, which the 
tug picks up as it progresses, and passes over a 
wheel. It is a sort of overhand pulling, and affords 
an average speed more than one-third greater than 
the animal towing, beside enormously increasing 
the amount of a single tow. The system was first 
tried on the Erie six or seven years ago, and bas 
been since in use for a short distance at the west 
end of tne canal, so that ite value is proved by 
thorough experience. In 1872 the New York 
Steam Cable Towing Company was granted the 
| exciusive right to tow dy the Belgian system on 

the State Canals. Anentirely new enterprise re- 
quiring so much capital has been rather diflicult to 
launch during the late season of depression. Its 
future now seems to be safe, however, and its 
projectorand moving spirit, Emerson Foote, is 
likely to be well rewarded for his long and devoted 
services in its interests. —Archange.

IRELAND. 


The Great Demonstration at Gurteen, and 
the Speeches for Which Davitt, Killen, and 
Daly Were Arrested. 

A reference to the proceedings at the Gurteen 
demonstration on Sunday, the 2d inst., as re- 
ported in the Dublin Freeman, does not show 
that the speakers were more than ordinarily 
violent in their language. It was one of the 
largest demonstrations that have taken place in 
the west of Ireland in connection With the pres- 
ent land campaigo. Contingents, accompanied 
by bands, attended from Swinford, Boyle, Bal- 
lymote, Carrick-on-Shannon, the Island, Kilfree, 
and Killaraght. The band of the village also 
contributed to the musical part of the program. 
Immense processions of well-dressed and order- 
ly peasants, young and old wearing green scarfs 
and rosets, and carrying sprays of evergreens, 
occupied the highways leading to the place of 
meeting for a couple of hours before the pro- 
ceedings commenced. Many of these were 
headed by men on horseback arrayed iu green 
regalia. In the van of the Swinford con- 
tingent marched 200 men carrying long 
white staves, topped with imitation pikebeads. 
This procession presented a most imposing ap- 
pearance, and was warmly cheered on its arrival. 
Several handsome flags were displayed, bearing 
appropriate motioes, among them being Boyle 
to the Rescue,” Remember 7, “Faith and 
Fatherland,” God Save Ireland,“ etc. Ona 
picturesque hill outside the village a platform 
was erected, and around it clustered thousands 
of eager auditors from the Counties of Sligo and 

toscommon. The day kept up bright and 

bracing throughout, but was intensely cold 
withal.

GRANT AND THE SOUTH. 


Ex-Senator Clingman, of North Carolina, 
on the Campaign of 1880-—A New Nation. 
al Party Wanted—Any Candidate Wel. 
come to the South Who Guarantees Good 
Government. 

New York Herald. 

Having ascertained that ex-United States Sen- 
ator Thomas L. Clingmau, of North Carolina, 
was temporarily stopping at the New York Ho- 
tel, a Herald reporter called upon him there 
yesterday. 

Reborter— What is your impression of the 
Grant movement in the South!“ 

Gen. Clingman—“ There are two causes for 
it. First, a general discontent and a desire for 
a change have something to do with it; second, 
people in the South generally believe that Grant 
would be more liberal as a President than such 
men as Blaine, Sheridan, or Conkling, who, to 
strengiben themselves in the North, are con- 
stantiy repeating malignant calumnies against 
the Southern people. Both parties in the 
South complain of the manner in which 
they are treated by their associates 
in the North. Though a majority of 
the Southern States voted for Grant in 
both his elections, yet the Southern Republicans 
complain that they are ignored and suubbed by 
their associates in the North. In fact, Northern 
men are sent into North Carolina nowto fill 
many of the best local offices, though the 
natives are very anxious to occupy them. The 
Sou hern Democrats have similar grounds of 
complaint. ‘lhe course of the Republican party 
iu the North has made the Democratic party 
also sectional in its action. Though Tilden ex- 
pected to get a majority of his votes in the 
South, vet to sustain himself in the North he 
deemed it necessary to write a letter especialiy 
against Southern claims. Any other candidate 
would have said in former times that he would 
oppose unjust claims and pay honest ones. 
But Southern claims were to be rejected with- 
out reference to justice. A prominent North- 
ern Democratic member of Congress told me 
that he would have been beaten in his district if 
Tilden had not written that letter. Again, 
Norihern Democratic members said that, if 
Southern men got subordinate places in the 
Capitol at Washington, ey could not stand 
it at home. The case of ithe. Southern De- 
mocracy is like that of a man who is asked to 
enter parthersbip and contribute bis tull suare 
of money, but is told that be must not enter 
the parlor or dining-room, but eat in the kitchen 
and sleep in the celiar. Though very few 
Southern men are really office-seekers, yet they 
fee! humiliated by acting with parties that are 
ashamed of their association. 

1am satisfied,’’ continued the General, 
“that a large majority of the people of the 
South would be willing to enter a fair and 
liberal new National organization. At present 
we are in slack water; but there will be a 
movement of the waters ere long, and the cur- 
rent will probably prove a strong one. ‘here 
is, however, in the minds of men at present an 
indisposition to commit themselves to any par- 
ticular candidate. They think that mau was a 
wise one who determined not to cross the bridge 
until he got to ii. I mean to say, however, that 
a majority are ready for something new, and 
that they will look anxiously to the develop- 
ments of the next six months. In this connec-

1 
would like to see a similar state of things as 
when there was no sectionalism in our politics.”

Wherein have we shown that we are 80 
vicious as to embrace the cause against which 
we have so long struggled, or so drivelingly 
idiotic as to bheip to impose on ourselves the 
chains and slavery whic the re-election of 
Grant would fasten upon us? The Hera d says 
that prominent and . influential Uemocratic 
journals in the South have declared a prefer- 
ence for Grant. Where are those prominent 
and influential journals? Let them be pointed 
out. Let the public know who the men are that 
are willing, for the sake of that kind of peace 
which reigned in Warsaw, to ally themselves 
with all that is most infamous in American poli- 
tics,” ete.

Such 
persons may cherish the illusion to which the 
Heraid refers; but to say that it has spread to 


any extent in Southern communities is an Insult 
to the morality and the intelligence of a 
proportion of the American people.” Ali of 
whicb is, doubtless, fine sentiment as well as 
ably-constructed rhetoric. But whether it en- 
compasses all the inspirations and all the sug- 
estions of practical statesmanship, and is en- 
ightened by deductions from all the drifts and 
currents of political tendencies and develop- 
ments, is another question.

SIERRA MOJADA. 


Some Facts About the New Mines in Merxi- 
co—No Truth in the Stories of Their Mar- 
velous Wealth. 

A correspondent of the Arizona Siar writes 
from Presidio del Norte, Mexico, under date of 
Oct. 16, as follows: I have just returned from 
the much-talked-of Sierra Mojada mines, dis- 
tant from this place about 300 miles. There is 
now a fair road from thig place to the mines, 
and expenses are not unreasonable on the trip. 
J was at the mines six weeks, got one claim and 
an interest in two others, but the fellows who 
out up the fabuious stories ought to be hung. 
Ve heard along the road about great blocks 
of gold, hills of gold, then mountains of 
gold. When two days’ march from the 
mines we met five New Orleans men com- 
ing out, and they opened our eyes. The 
mountains of gold sank back to hills, and the 
hills reduced to blocks, and finaliy the blocks 
dwindled down to some lumps of silver float, 
but our New Orleans friends had neue,—ihey 
bad seen some, and that was all. They and a 
man from Bastrop, Tex., had got one claim 
which showed good mineral: it would go $200 
to the ton. These gentlemen told us the first 
words of truth we heard about the Sierra Mojada 
mines. Arriving there, we found provisions 
scarce, everybody excited; only twenty-one 
Americans there, and most of them disgusted, 
as they came to work and not to speculate. 
There are now possibly 1.500 people about the 
mines, in a radius of five leagues. Of this num- 
ber not more than 100 are Americans. ‘There 
are now quite a lot of speculators and sharks, 
who call themselves mining experts, prowi- 
ing around, bonding and blowing, but working 
very little. ‘There are 5 

There are two good veins, but Tombstone 
district in your county can show better, bigger, 
and ricaer veins than these two. Native silver 
float, which we heard could be found like dor- 
nicks’? on a Vermont farm, must all have been 
gathered up: we have only got—by purchase— 
some specimens. We bave brought out 300 
pounds of the best ore from our claimg, and 
about thirty-five pounds of specimens from the 
section, so that assays can be made. We paid 
$10 for assays.—ouly took six at these figures,— 
and the results are as follows: No.1, silver 
$86.40, gold $9.50 per ton; No. 2, silver 8281, 
no gold; No. 3, silver $304.23, gold $23.60; 
No. 4, silver $191.10, gold $3.40; No, 5, silver 
$358.48, gold $12.50; No. 6, silver $522.72, no 
Cold. The lies that have been printed about 
these mines are scandaloas. ‘There is not, nor 
has there been, any conflict between the Mex- 
icans and Americans; we desounced our 
claims according to the Mexican Mizing 
laws, and have just as much show as 
any one. The biggest bonanzas any one has 
found yet are held by he traders and cattle- 
men, but prices are now reasonable enough, 
considering the place. To old miners I never 
give advice. Men who survive Frazer River, 
White Pine, Panamint, and other “rushes” 
know what I mean wnen [ say that nobody 
“brought a pick-ax”; everybody brought a 
pack of cards and a light stake. ‘lhere are now 
a good many men coming in who have or rep- 
resent money, but it will be a long time beiore 
they get over the “‘rush” business and settle 
down to mining. Some German companies are 
at work, and, baving got in early and being well 
fixed, they are liable to make some money by 
developing and selling. 

After the era of selling claims is over and 
real mining begius, I may be able to write 
differently, but now the whole thing is a ** rush,” 
and founded mainly uoon the combination 
of a rascally pen and credulous newspapers. 
The real basis of it, as far as seen now, is 
about as above written. Time, and money, 
and hard work may make mines in the Sierra 
Mojadas, but there are many piaces I krow of 
where the same combination will make them 
quicker and better. Being in, I propose to hang 
on tillican realize some hing, and if people 
don’t get utterly disgusted from too much tall 
lying about these mines, a fair camp may be 
made bere. Seven people leave here to-morrow 
for the mines, mostly ou theirown hook and 
with pack animals. Halfa dozen stage routes 
are projected; two have started, but neither of 
them go more than half way. My advice is, if 
vou are young, broke, and adventurous, go or 
stav—it don’t matter much what you do; you 
may live long-enough to de glad you went, or 
sorry, as the case may be, for as yet very little 
of this section. has been prospected. If you have 
nothing to lose it is a first-class trip and fall of 
excitement—until you get there: after that it 
depends on what sort of a rustler you are. 
It machineryis got in within the next six months 
it will beip amazingly. I will write again. Shall 
return as soon as we can get money to work our 
claims or sell them.
